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I was all scl to discuss those City Technol- 
ogy Colleges with an absolutely straight 
face when Anne Syfor torpedoed my 
effort with a thoughtful article on (he same 
theme. The colleges, she concluded on this 
very page last week, “might create more 
problems than they solve”. 

Yes indeed. But what would really hap- 
pen if, at some time in the future, we were to 
have a government in a position to put the 
plan into action? 

Rather a lot, I believe. Here follows a 
scenario to explain why. To give the opposi- 
tion parties a little hope, I have projected it 
into the distant future, so nothing said could 
possibly refer to anyone now grappling with 
these difficult issues. 

Here then is the discussion between a 
future secretary of state and an adviser, 
known familiarly in the office as Creep (a 
Constant Reminder of Extra Expenditure 
Person ). 

SofS: . . . so we are agreed that these City 
Technology Colleges would be expensive to 
create where no new schools are needed: 
sitting duck targets for inner city disruption 
by rent-a-crowd, and anyway rather ridicu- 
lous sort of mice in the first place? 

Creep: Ineffective costwise, but . . . 

SofS: (Fruitily) As honourable politicians, 
you are going to tell me, we cannot go back 
on our commitments.

Creep: But that would be more expensive 
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'Politicians do not do small, 
difficult and expensive things 
when they can do bigger, 
cheaper ones more easily." 


SofS; Nonsense, f have been discussing the 
matter with someone who knows something 
about how the education system actually 
works. 

Creep: Aargh . . . 

S ofS: And he says that without undue Fuss 
we can do about 20 times more than we 
proposed at far less cost. Step one is to give 
the local education authority governors on 
all voluntary secondary schools the old 
hcavc-lio . . . 

Creep: But . . . 

SofS: Anyone going to march anywhere for 
ms. a governors? 

Creep: No, but the I.e.a.s wilt cheat , they will 
dock money from the schools, they will 
SofS: That takes us to step two. They will do 
no such thing. Funding levels will be 
established by regulation of the secretary of 


state. Like mandatory grants. Ever heard of 
an l.c.a. trying to reduce a mandatory grant 
because some councillor thinks a student is 
all wrong about Nicaragua? Of course not. 
Hey you there, Claudius, or whatever your 
name is . . . 

Here the secretary of state summons an 
aged undersecretary, kept in service as the 
fast classically educated civil servant able to 
keep him equipped with Latin tags. 

What’s the first person plural of “I com- 
mand?” 

Undersec; Mandamus , Sire. 

Sof S: That's it. You can put that tray down 
and serve the coffee now. Writs of man- 
damus will fly if anyone gets uppity. At step 
three we will top up the empty l.e.a. places 
on the governing bodies with a fewsoon-to- 
be-rctired senior managers that industry will 
be glad to lend us. Sprinkle the odd OBE 
over the more influential ones and that part 
of the job is done. Far better for industry 
than having to stump up £1 million per 
school eh? Ha ha! 

Creep; ( Dutifully ) Ha hn! 

S of S: We’ve not spent any money yet; and 
how ninny independent schools have wc got 
on the rales? 

Creep: A couple of hundred good specimens 
at least.

Jk s The TES goes to press it seems (page 1) that 
j A the Government has agreed the amount and 
the tinting of the pay increases for teachers 
which represent the price of restoring some 
order and dependability to the education service. 
And next week, the teachers and the local authority 
representatives, under the umbrella of Acas. resume 
their efforts to negotiate the detailed agreement on 
conditions of service which would turn the Coventry 
“heads of agreement’' into a formal deal. 

The juxtaposition of these two developments is 
salutary even if the timing is far from convenient. 
The teachers and the local authorities can wheel and 
deal but everybody knows that any understanding 
they reach is conditional upon the Government being 
prepared to back it. Backing it means putting up 
nearly half the money and sanctioning the local 
authorities’ paying out the rest, so this means getting 
the Treasury to agree; and persuading the “col- 
leagues" round the Cabinet table that the extra 
money must be spent, and spent in this particular 
way. 

It had appeared early on that the Cabinet was 
unlikely to accept either Coventry or the Scottish 
Main Report without important modifications. The 
Main Reporl satisfied ministers on structure, being 
more favourable to senior teachers than the more 
"collegiate" Coventry proposals. But it put more 
money up front than Coventry and the Treasury was 
determined to get any settlement phased in such n 
way os to spread the cost over several years. It was 
accepted that teachers on both sides of the border 
must be given a comparable deal. 

It has been assumed that Mr Baker would argue 
against any pronouncement on Scotland which 
would obviously tear up the authorities' agenda for 
Nottingham. But in spire of this', the Cabinet has 
gone ahead and made a pre-emptive strike, saving, in 
effect: “We will give the Scots the Main award. 
England and Wales can have a similar deal if they 
sign on the dotted line without delay". This will 


certainly have a profound effcci on the Nottingham 
meeting. It might well precipitate a new and even 
more damaging outbreak of unrest. 

The teachers and their employers will struggle 
hard to come up with an agreement in Nottingham 
next week. The employers might have been tempted 
to offer to pay over the odds in order at all costs to 
conic away with something to wave at Mr Baker. But 
now they will have to take account of the proposals 
Mr Baker’s representative will put before them, 
knowing the Government intends to get its own way. 

Unless, against the odds. Nottingham yields an 
agreed settlement in line with what the Government 
wants, it will fall to Mr Baker to convey the 
Government’s insistence on a Main-type settlement. 
This is clearly not going to please the teachers and the 
local authorities in England and Wales. It is not going 
lo please a lot of teachers in Scotland either. 

The unfolding scenario suggests that the Cabinet 
believes that offers can be put together on a “take it 
or leave it" basis which, while clearly disappointing 
to the teachers, can nevertheless be made to stick. 
The obvious risk that a settlement for 450,000 
teachers may have an inflationary knock-on effcci on 
other pay deals means that the Cabinet’s economic 
puritans sided with the Chancellor in trying to hold 
the pay rise down to a minimum. The equal and 
opposite danger is that too parsimonious an offer 
would simply re-open the earlier teachers' pay 

dispute and usherin another winter's discontent, and 
Mr Rifkind and Mr Baker must have been especially 
aware of this. The teachers and their employers do 
not have to like the settlement but they do have to 
acquiesce in it at least enough to avoid serious 
disruption . 

As things now stand it is difficult to see how the 
kind of offer which Mr Baker Jins in mind could he 
accepted without a struggle hy the touchers. No 
doubt ministers are oven now asking how much fight 
the teachers have left in them after the troubles of the 


past three years. If the Government decides to 
impose its own deal hy legislation mid force the local 
authorities to deduct pay for nny breach of con (met 
as redefined, would the teachers still lie prepared to 
strike? Nobody can .say for certain what would 
happen. But no one denies the teachers hnd 
confidence in the leaders who led them into the last 
dispute. The assumption must be that they would 
follow them again if the offer fails to hold out l he 
prospect of what they regard as a real and worthwhile 
improvement. 

The local authorities for their part will also be 
forced to come out vehemently against a Govern- 
ment-imposed settlement which would mark one 
more milestone on the road to complete central 
direction. 

So the chief stumbling block is still - as it has been 
all along - the money. On the face of it, the 
Government and the Main Committee arc right and 
the English and Welsh teachers and employers arc 
wrong about the desirable shape for a teachers’ pay 
structure. Main’s ideas are likely to serve the 
education service better tlinn those worked out by 
the NUT and the Labour-led local authorities at 
Coventry. Those who want Mr Baker’s ideas to 
prevail will watch closely how events move in the 
next week or two and hope that he can succeed by 
persunsion where Sir Keith Joseph would have failed 
by diktat. It is n bitter pill which Mr Baker hns lo get 
the teachers to swallow - particularly for the rank 
and file who lose out in a more hierarchical pny 
structure nnd on whom most of the burden of cover 
will fall.' 

The awkward facts remain nnd might ns well he 
faced. The teachers and their employers in England 
nnd Wales have been heading in one direction; the 
Government wants to go in quite another and is not 
prepared to be denied. The result is n battle of wills 
which threatens to put schools in turmoil once again. 
No movement forward is possible till this difference 
of strategic opinion is resolved.

A London secondary school teacher 
was paid over £1 1 ,7tift last year for a 
job she didn’t do. 

Miss Isabelle Scott, aged 59, ol 
Richmond, was "reallocated” from n 
post she held at St Philip Howard 
school. Poplar, in 1979. For the next 
sn years the Inner London Education 
Authority placed her in a number ol 
different schools in London, often in 
posts which were not commensurate 
with her Scale 3 status. 

Since July 1985 no suitable position 
has been found for Miss Scott, who has 
remained at home keeping abreast ol 
her subjects, history and politics, by 
reading all the most recently published 
books. 

After a distinguished career in the 
Foreign Office followed by further 
study in Australia, Miss Scott began u 
new career in teaching. She held a 
Scale 3 post at St Philip Howard ns 
second head of history and head ol 
politics. 

In IV78 a serious disagreement with 
the headmaster at (he school led to 
ILEA's decision to reallocate Miss 
Scott. Her talent and ability as a 
teacher was never questioned. Even- 
tually, a job was found for her at 
Haverstock school ns a sixth-form 
history teacher. Miss Scott claims she 
was “treated like n glorified supply,” 
and that she "never did any real 
teaching at all”. 

Her job lasted only one and a half 
terms. Shortly afterwards, in I98U. she 
was offered a post in Lewisham Com- 
prehensive as deputy head of history. 

Here Miss Scott ran into further 
problems. She described how she was 
attacked by a group of sixth-formers 
over a matter of discipline. As a result 
she was accused, of hitting n child, 
though she insisted that she only raised 
her arms in self defence. There were 
no official disciplinary proceedings so 
■ Miss Scott was not given it chance to 
-fr ar qume. The trauma of what 
_ stl11 a£ tomnntly maintains was a

false uceusution led. she claimed, to a 
nervous breakdown. She was off work 
for four months. 

The following year, in 1981, she 
went to Cardinal Vaughan school. 
Holland Park, to found a politics 
department. After two years of rinding 
the work unsatisfactory. Miss Scott 
was offered another job at Maria 
Fide I is school near Elision. Even 
though it was onlv ft Scale I position. 
Miss Scott accepted. However, she 
claims she was '’nothing hut a dogs- 
body - two-thirds of niy time whs spent 
invigilating in the library.’’ She re- 
mained ut the school for two years and 
left in July 1985. 

A letter from ILEA whs sent to Miss 
Scott shortly after leaving tile school. 
J* “I appreciate that you are nol 
fulfilling a post of responsibility com- 
mensurate with the salary you are 
receiving but this is a circumstance 



outside the Authority's tontml." 

The letter goes on to explain that 
Scale 1 appointments must have the 
recommendation of the governors of a 
school. In the absence of such a 
recommendation, “the authority is 
unable to place you in a substantive 
post. Miss Scot! was also assured that 
there were no plans lo make her 
redundant. 

Mr Graham Clayton, of the NUT 
legal department, has taken up Miss 
Scon s case. “She hns been appallingly 
treated by ILEA,” he said. “It is an 
absurd situation. The facts speak for 
themselves - Miss Scott has not been 
given n proper opportunity to defend 
herself against the allegations which 
have been made. She is the victim ol 
rumours which have not been sub- 
stantiated.” 

A spokemuit from ILEA said; "We 
are very concerned about Miss Scott’s 
case. Wc are doing aur best to find 
something for her. Of course wc would 
like to sec her talents being used in the 
classroom. It is regrettable there has 
been this delay but we are doing our 
best lo find her the right job." When 
asked about the Scale 1 posts Miss 
Seen hnd been offered, he admitted 
that “it was a bit of a mistake" but 
added: “When you’ve got 20,000 
teachers, it’s not always easy to find 
the right place for everyone." 

Miss Scott is worried 'that positions 
will be even harder to find now 
because she hns received no training 
for GCSE examinations. 

This, she said, puts her under more 
pressure as she must complete a furth- 
er five years to get her pension. “I 
honestly don’t know what will happen 
in the fut lire," she admitted.

The right 
to choose 


D isappointment with DES 
Circulnr tVR6, which describes 
the local education authority 
training grants scheme, is 
widespread. The disappoint ment is 
largely a result of the inadequacy of the 
funding provided fur it. Tins failure to 
match up to expectation has already 
done much Hi undermine its chances of 
improving INSET provision a round 
the country. 

A less norieed but potentially more 
profound weakness in the circulnr is 
the absence in it of any genuine 
commitment to teachers improving 
their qualifications, their knowledge 
and understanding for tlicir own sake. 

It is true lhai tlte first purpose it 
mentions for the new arrangements is 
"to promote the professional develop- 
ment of lenehers" but professional 
development is a broad phrase which 
can suggest Hint development should 
be in relation to school or education 
authority needs. The whole tone and 
content of the rest of Circular fi/86 
confirm this interpretation of the 
phrase. The other purposes listed, for 
example, arc “to promote inure sys- 
tematic and purposeful pi (inning of 
in-service training; to encourage more 
effective management of the teacher 
force; am! lo encourage training in 
selected areas which are to be 
accorded national priority.” The diri- 
glstc flavour t>r this recipe is unmis- 
takeahlc. 

Or course, the consensus of those in 
the INSET Tic Itl lias shifted substan- 
tially over the jmist decade towards the 
view, that iNSfcT should he directed 
towards meeting school needs more 
effectively. This shift was in reaction to 
the traditional INSET where teachers 
took “courses" which, while they re- 
lated to the medium and long-term 
needs of the education service, rarely 
had any immediate, constructive influ- 
ence within the school. As such* the 1 
move towards school -based, school- 
focused INSET has been tremendous-

ly beneficial to the education service. 

Nevertheless, it must not be forgot- 
ten that the traditional courses, parti- 
cularly tile award-bearing ones, very 
often met important career needs of 
individual teachers. While INSET 
must effectively meet school and 
local needs, a system which fails at (he 
same lime to meet the career needs of 
individual teachers is un inadequate 
one. 

The potential for failure of this sort 
is evident in Circular f>/8(>. Whether 
award -hearing courses are provided at 
nil js left up hi the individual l.e.a.s 
and. given the scarcity of overall 
funding and the relative unit cost of 
such long courses, it will be tempting 
for them to concentrate solely on 
meeting school and l.e.a. needs. 
Already, news of authorities which 

f ilsm few or no secondments ut all is 
iliering through. 

The James Report, which outlined 
the foundations of what could have 
been a broad and effective system of 
INSET provision, recommended that 
tcuchers should have ;m entitlement to 
a one-term release with pay for in- 
service training in every seven years of 
service, and eventually one term in five 
years. This was lo be in addition to u 
much-bxpundcd provision or other 
shorter activities such ns school-bused 
or Incnl authority-bused INSET, it 
offered several reasons for this impor- 
tant recommendation. It expressed 14 
years ugo. precisely the case that needs 
to lie made now. 

'*. . .In building on the founda- 
tions laid by tlicir initiul training, 
teachers will acquire a clearer under- 
standing of their own needs and 

F iroblems. Later in tlicir careers, 
resh' needs will arise and there will 
he new challenges. It Ls impossible to 
catalogue the diversity of needs that 
may arise." ' 

James goes on to offer a series of 
examples of this case. r» 

“AU teachers 'ought to have 
opportunities to extend and deepen 
their knowledge of teaching 
methods and of educational 
theory. . .all teachers need to keep 
abreast of the results of educational 
research. . .all subject' specialists 
will need to refresh and extend their 
knowledge of their special interests 
. . . teachers may wish, or need, to 
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Tlte need for lung INSET courses will 
acquire new subject specialisms." 
The report stressed ihni in order to 
meet this diversity of needs there hud 
to be “opportunities to obtain degrees, 
higher degrees and ndvunccd profes- 
sional qualifications." 

The argument can lie luken even 
farther. A cent rid purl of the idea of 
professionalism is u commitment to 
deepening knowledge , improving 
skills ami broadening experience. 

It could be argued that

There will nlwuys be teachers looking 
for opportunities lo develop them- 
selves ns professionals and n system of 
in-service education which fails to 
provide such opportunities is dimi- 
nishing the professionalism of its 
teachers and hence limiting the growth 
of the educuilon system. Any system 
which does not allow for non-load 
authority-led, non-school-lcd, in-ser- 
vice opportunities will not win, or 
deserve, the fall commitment of its 
teachers. .

INSET arrangements, described in the 
DES Circular 6/86* will effect . the 
higher education providers of INSET. 
U is clear from both the circular and 
the preparations for it, that the DES 
has not riven sufficient thought to the 
effects of the new arrangements on the 
development of higher education. Nor

Brent to reinstate 
suspended head 


Labour councillors in Brent are under 
mounting pressure within the Party to 
reinstate Miss Maureen McGoldnck, 
the suspended head of Sudbury infants 
school. 

Last week Mr Giles Radice, 
Labour’s education spokesman, wrote 
to Mr Ron Anderson, chairman of the 
Brent education committee, describ- 
ing the continuing suspension of Miss 
McGoldrick as a "vindictive act". 

Mr Radice has the full support of the 
Labour leader, Mr Neil Kin nock, nnd 
of Brent East Labour MP Mr Reg 
Freeson. The Brent North constituen- 
cy party has also passed a resolution 
calling tor Miss McGoldrick’s immedi- 
ate reinstatement. 

Last week Mr Justice Rocli ruled in 
the High Court that Miss McGoldrick ■ 
should pc reinstated. The governors of 
her school had cleared her of any 
misconduct and according to Brent's 
articles of government that should be 
the end ot the matter, he ruled. 

Brent is now awaiting advice from 
counsel regarding an application to the 
Court of Appeal. Mr Anderson says 
that Mr Justice Roch’s ruling contains 
serious implications for all l.e.a.s. In 
the meantime, he has refused to rein- 
state Miss McGoldrick. 


If a decision to reinstate her is not 
taken by Monday when schools recon- 
vene after half term then it is almost 
certain that Brent NUT members will 
go on strike. A strike ballot is planned 
tor Monday. 

The NUT, Miss McGoldrick’s un- 
ion, is furious that Mr Anderson chose 
to make further allegations against her 
on a television chat show. He said that 
further evidence was now available to 
show that she had made a racist remark 
to a council officer. 

Mr Graham Clayton, the NUT legal 
officer, has accused Mr Anderson of 
attempting to “slur" Miss McGoldrick 
by giving the impression that the 
governors would not have cleared her 
if they had heard all the evidence. 

The "new evidence” is not new at 
all, he claims, but a statement pre- 
pared by a teacher at Sudbury junior 
school, the sister school to Sudbury 
infants, in which he says that Miss 
McGoldrick told him that she had been 
summoned to a meeting with Brent 
officials for saying that ‘T don’t want n 
black teacher." 

But his evidence also states that Miss 
McGoldrick went on to deny that she 
had made the alleged remark, says Mr 
Clayton.

Government puts authority under spotlight 


Brent Council Is to co-opcrotc faUy 
with the Department of Education and 
Science and Home Office ,( lnvesfiga- 
tors” who arc to scrutinize its education 
policies. 

Mr Kenneth Baker, the Education 
Secretary, lias asked HMI to undertake 
a fall Inspection of the council’s schools 
while Mr David Wnddington, a Home 
Office Junior minister, has demanded 
that the authority's Labour lenders 
provide him with details of their plan to 
use .Section 1 1 funding to appoint 174 
teachers with special responsibility for 
developing "anti-racist curriculum 
strategies”. 

Section ]1 money Is available to 
education authorities who have lo pro- 
vide for substantial numbers of pupils 
of Commonwealth origin whose lan- 
guage and customs differ from the rest 


of the community. 

An HMI spokesman denied this week 
that the Inspectors would be going into 
the schools to check on (he activities of 
the 174 teachers, who have been dub- 
bed “race spies” by the tabloids. They 
could not do that because Ihc teachers 
have not yet been appointed, he ex- 
plained. 

The inspectors would be “carrying 
out their normal duties”, hr saiu. 
Twelve primarv schools and 9lx secon- 
dary schools will be visited by a team of 
about 50 Inspectors who will start work 
by (he middle of November. Their 
report will be published next Easter. 

A final dedsion on the fandlng of the 
Section 11 posts will not be dependent 
on the HMI report, tho spokesman 
said. “It Is Important to understand 
that this Inspection Is not concerned 


solely with race and will cover the fall 
range of educational provision.” 

Mir Wnddington tins written fo the 
council explaining that he fa not pre- 

K ared to release Section 11 money until 
e 1 b convinced that It will only be used 
to help ethnic minority pupils. 

Mr Russell Profit!, Brent's principal 
race relations adviser, said this week 
that the decision fo appoint the 174 
teachers was taken with the fall know- 
ledge of both tho DES and the Home 
Office. It followed a change In the rules 
governing the awarding .of Section 11 
money. 

Until the summer of 1985 Brent had 
used Section 11 fandlng to “top up” the 
number of teachers In Its schools. But 
under new Home Office rules Intro- 
duced last year money can now only bo 
used oil “specific” projects geared fo 


the needs of ethnic minority pupUs. 

Tlie plan to appoint the 1 74 staff was 
dcvelopad in response to the rule 
cbaiige and fallowed a consultation 
with teachers and parents. It had met 
with no opposition from (he Conscrva-

The majority of the 174 appointees

Formal pre-school education program- 
mes can impede a child's later school 
and personal development, according 
to new research as yet unpublished in 
the UK. 

The research, revealed to the 400- 
strong conference audience bv Or 
Kathy Sylva. fellow of Jesus College, 
Oxford, looked at four-year-olds in 
three types of pre-school education. 

it is nn extension of the HiScope 
programme which compared children 
who planned and carried out their own 
prc-scliool programme work with chil- 
dren who nad not experienced any 
pre-school provision at all. 

A third of the children in the new 
study were in HiScope, a third in 
“ordinary" nursery provision, and a 
third in Distnr, the formal system 
which Dr Sylva described as “hcavify 
skill-based and scut-based.'* The cPiii- 
I dren were studied ai five, eight and 15 
to find the subsequent effects of (heir 
pre-school experiences. 

While there was little difference in 
the 1 5 -year-olds’ IQ or standard tests, 
there were profound differences in 
other fields. 

Children who went through Distar 
pre-school education were more likely 
to he 'delinquent (12.R3 per cent as 
compared to HiScope's 5.44 per cent). 


to he delinquent (12.83 per cent as 
compared to HiScope's 5.44 per cent), 
inure likely to abuse drugs, less likely 
to piny sport (56 per cent of the Dista'r 
pupils never participated compared to 
h per cent of HiScope and per cent 
of nursery school pupils), und less 
likely to read (31 per cent as compared 
to 69 and 59 per cent). 

None of the Distar children gol 
holiday jobs, compared to 12 per cent 
of the HiScope and 33 per cent of the 
nursery school children. 

Eight per cent of the Distnr pupils 
dropped out of school nnd 50 per cent 
went on to post high school education. 
Of the two nlhcr groups, none drop- 
ped out of school and 7 / percent of the 
HiScope pupils went on tp study 
further, as did 64 per cent of the 
nursery group. 

Dr Sylva said the three groups pf 
children also thought very differently 
about themselves. The HiScope teena- 
:rs -had better relutions with their 
mllics, contributed more to. housc- 
l hold expenses and Were happier about 
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The research showed that children 
who faced too tight a programme at 
four did hot plan their own lives and 
that the Distar programme children 
yionf "steadily downhill" from their 
first days at school.

Many playgroups operate in appalling 
physical surroundings, according to 
Mr Willem van dcr Eyken, author and 
researcher into early years' education. 

Mr van der Eyken, speaking about a 
survey which looked al 18,209 orga- 
nizations catering for the under-fives, 
said that he found many of the play- 
groups operated in buildings with 
leaking roofs, no storage and no 
heating. 

Another survey, carried out by the 
Pre-school Playgroups Association, 
came across the same findings when 
monitoring how money awarded under 
the Department of Health and Social 
Security small grants scheme had been 
spent. / 

Speaking after his conference 
address. Mr van der Eyken said that 
many playgroups were applying for 
grants because they were m such dire 
straits. 

“It is ustonishing that thriving play- 
groups have to close because of the 


freezing conditions, because the roof is 
dripping or because there is no 
storage." 

He cited one example where chil- 
dren were playing outside with only a 
row of chairs to stop them running into 
the road. "The PPA ought to carry out 
r national survey," he said, pointing 
out that he was criticizing the facilities, 
not the work uf the playgroups. 

Mr van der Eyken also said he was 
surprised that the £6.5 million DHSS 
survey wus not funded by the Depart- 
ment of Education and Science as well. 

A joint circular from both depart- 
ments in 1976-78 had proposed joint 
provision for the under-fives. “It 
should have involved both sectors if 
these circulars had any value," he said. 

He was also concerned thnt the 
programme did not involve teachers. 
There was a lack of qualified or trained 
staff in many of the programmes lie 
was looking at. “Many arc funded 
through the Manpower Services Com- 


mission and the staff change every 
year. There is n problem of retraining 
each time." 

Mr van dcr Eyken said he pcrxanully 
had looked at Kill projects offering 
pre-school provision. He found enthu- 
siasm for involving parents, hut many 
programmes were designed to occupy 
rather than stimulate children. 

“The emphasis hns moved front the 
children themselves to the community; 
the message we preached years ngo 
about bringing ill parents is almost 
over-stated now. There are program- 
mes where the aim is to occupy the 
children so that wc can work with the 
parents,” he said. 

He hud also been disappointed hy 
the lack of innovation nnd by the 
failure to provide a different program- 
me for older children. “We have to do 
more to pick out their needs and to 
enhance the quality for their provi- 
sion," lie said.

When Mr Peter Boulter Cumbria s 
jBMcnr of education, thinks about 
health and safety in schools, he dcs- 
Sto "Legislation had led us into a 
Situation where no local education

H “The implications of that legislation 
are so ternfying that you have almost 
not to walk away from them, he told a 
national conference of about 50 l.e.a. 
health and safety advisers and consul- 
tants. /-.«_■ 

His words arc ironic - Cumbria 
education authority has become a 
leading exponent of good school policy 
since me 1974 Health and Safety at 
Work Aci came into force. 

Its needs are no different from any 
other authority, yet the disturbing 
interim results of n nutional survey, 
commissioned by Cumbrin. reveal 
grossly inadequate monitoring of poli- 
cies in practice and too few trained 
staff in most l.c.a.s. 

Typically, the survey snowed, one 
adviser was expected to cope with the 
demands of 17 departments- including 
education. In another authority, the 
adviser was solely responsible for the 
health and safety of 19,000 employees 
and 80,000 pupils. 

More must be done by l.e.n.s to 
replace the present system of crisis 
management with proper training in- 
itiatives, according to a detailed study 
of 20 authorities in England and Wales 
to be published later this year. 

Like most authorities, Cumbria's 
biggest problems stem from decaying 
buildings that should have been de- 
molished decades agp. Much work- 
shop machinery is faulty or obsolete, 
ventilation and lighting in laboratories 
is poor and hygiene requirements go 
bearing. . 

Health and safety is not sexy or 
attractive to the media until something 
goes wrong like the Lands End disas- 
ter,' said Mr Boulter.

however, disguise greater tragedies. 
Recently a Cheshire schoolgirl died 
after her clothes caught fire in suspi- 
cious circumstances. Death was from 
medical complications that followed - 
not a statistic for the lists of fire deaths. 

In a recent RoSPA study in the 
North East, 30 per cent of five to 
17-year-olds interviewed admitted to 
acts of vandalism and many boasted 
that they would do it again. 

So clearly, not all worries are associ- 
ated with the age of buildings. An 
epileptic girl died from medical com- 
plications after tumbling down stairs 
during a fit. In a Stockport school 15 
pupils were seriously injured in a 
chemical accident. 

In u bid to find the most cost 
effective training programme, Cum- 
bria commissioned the survey and set 
up what was, surprisingly, the fhst 
national conference for health and 
safety advisers since the 1974 Act. It 
was held in Kendal, Cumbria, last 
week. 

The Act did not alter the responsibi- 
lities of teachers and other staff, it 
merely changed the nature of any 
infringement Trom a civil offence to a 
criminal act. With that goes the pros- 
pect of a heavy fine or even imprison- 
ment. 

Mr Chris McAllister, open learning 
officer for Cumbria and organizer of 
the conference, said most teachers 
were wary of assuming health and 
safety responsibilities without the 
means to discharge them." If author- 
ities lock the political will to refurbish 
schools there is little hope." 

Nor can central government be 
called to account In court. As Mr 
Harry Slater, senior education officer 
for Cumbria, told the conference: 
"The Secretary of State limits the 
amount we use in capital and revenue 
expenditure under the 1944 Education 
Act. 

“He can also reduce minimum stan- 
dards defined under the health and 
safety regulations in the Interests of 
national economy." 

Local education authority officers 
are loath to demand more money for 
health and safety when this is at the 
cost of teaching staff.

L.e.a. fears 
revealed 
over poor

Schools In some local authorities are 
suffering from an acute shortage of 
competent supply cover, according to a 
study by the National Foundation for 
Educational Research (NFER). 

And education officers are accusing a 
number of supply teachers of a lack of 
commitment and of working “purely 
for the money”.

Earley, balances the criticisms of poor 
quality against (he problems supply 
teachers confront. 

It says tbnt relief teachers do a 
difficult and demanding Job. They are 
Invariably retired teachers or married 
women re-entering teaching after a 
career break to have children. They 
often struggle to cope with different 
routines In schools and are “fair game"

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There is something curiously re- 
treshmg nboul being allowed to walk 
into a secondary school classroom and 
engage in debate about the meaning of 
life with an 1 1-year-old. 

f; ie ^ *P° ke eloquently on the 

subject. He ^ een pondering on the 

things that make life worth living and 
on such abstract notions as emotion. 

But then for all of this half term. he. 
like the other 154 pupils at Grcendown 
Community School in Swindon, has 
been scrutinizing life and the human 
being. 

Greendown. thc first new school lo 
open in Wiltshire since 1971 is 
perhaps the only school in the country 
to follow an integrated, modular curri- 
culum - an approach that is by no 
means new to Mr Ian Matthews, its 
headteacher. He was in charge of 
developing a modular fourth nnd fifth- 
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Motional Education Initiative at his 
last school. 

Greendown 's day is divided not into 
suhjects but curriculum schools. If you 
ask children what they have been

environmental studies (PES) incorpo- 
rates mathematics and the sciences: 

/uco^ ities and communications 
(HEC). languages, humanities and 
media studies. Personal development 
t PD) incorporates recreation, life and 
social skills. The school emphasizes 
the process rather than content of 
learning, making no distinction be- 
tween the academic and pastoral. 

“We are trying to reflect the real 
world where you do not have separa- 
tion of subjects." Mr Matthews said. 
‘We are taking existing material and 
putting it into a much more logical 
package which we think is what indus- 
try and society wants." 

That package has been nnd is still 
being evolved by nil energetic group of 
teachers who set aside every Monday 
ufternuon for staff development ses- 
sions. 

The timetable is easy for pupils to 
follow. In effect they have only three 
different lessons a week - six sessions 
each of PES and HEC, and three of 
PD. One spin-off, stuff say, is that 
children fresh from primary school arc 
not immediately overwhelmed with 
vast numbers of new subjects and 
teachers with thc need to scuttle 
nround thc school between each 
lesson. 

Each curriculum school focuses on 
two modules a term, and each module 
is broken down into units. In PES, for 
example, thc children have studied 
perception which has included units on 
distortion and measurement. 

Curriculum schools are not only 
internally integrated but closely re- 
lated to each other. Thus in HEC, 
pupils have been looking at lifestyle, a 
part of which has involved discussions 
about the problems of life. In PD, the 
body has been paramount. In gymnas- 
tics and drama, they have considered 
movement and in art, they have been 
constructing bodies. 

Thc design of thc bodies themselves 
called for a variety of different skills 
and knowledge. The children had lo 






work out the measurement and prop- 
ortions, produce limbs in the work- 
shops and look up details in the library 
about thc size and shapes of organs. 
'The project prompted the young body 
makers to ask a range of fairly mature 
questions: with what could you com 
pare lungs? How did they work7 

And irpupils are busy nt the end of 
the lesson, they can just carry on until 
they have finished — there arc no 
school bells. 

“The mnin thing Is that we arc not 
saying let’s take subject specialists and 
integrate their specialisms,” said Mr 
Ken Rabonc, director of HEC. “We 
nrc trying to develop a holistic 
approach to knowledge not usually 
found in secondary schools. The whole 
school is tiying lo break away from the 
granny of thc traditional 40-minute 
period.” 

The determination to escape perme- 
ates the entire school day which begins 
at 8.40am and formally ends at 
2.10pm. 

Three afternoons a week (up to 
3.30pm) are set aside for so-called 
enrichment sessions; at least one is 
compulsonr. Pupils can choose from a 
range of clubby activities or academic 
top-ups. This term, as an exception, 
they are all doing word processing and ■ 
beginner's’ French. 

Greendown ‘s emphasis is very much 
on encouraging children to organize 
their own work, use their initiative and 
develop independence of mind, tn 
PES, for example, they are given 
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The modular npproach: An art class 
(above) and school dining hall 


must lay their cards on the table about 
performanas. Teachers, who have de- 
tailed job briefs and already see the 
head on a one-to-one basis every 
week, will have lo assess themselves 
and have an interview with Mr Matth- 
ews at the end of the year. 

Everything is still new, not least the 
building itself - an Impressive brick 
and steel structure that Mr Matthews 
calls his Chinese pagoda. Pupils come 
In every day to modern, spacious 
classrooms. The school dining hail- 
cum-lobby is a white nnd red, bnlco- 
nied, greenhouse-type affair which 
resounds at break and lunchtime to 
music picked either by the teachers or 
pupils themselves.

Mr Rabone said of 
the modular approach; “We arc pre- 
sented with a unique opportunity to do 
It across the curriculum.

The future - and GCSE - is already 
in teachers* minds. Mr Matthews 
hopes his pupils will be admirably 
equipped for the kinds of independent 
thought and initiative required by the 
new examination, although the nitty 
. gritty of the school's approach will still 
have to be ironed out.

On screen: 
the young 
film makers

More then 60 school Him and video 
productions - ranging frum shadow 
puppet shows und cartoons to full 
dramas and documentaries - were 
shown at the National Film Theatre 
in London earlier this week. 

The films shown were chosen front 
130 entries submitted to this year’s 
Lei's Make a Film Festival. 

Two screens at the I lieal re were 
given over fur the day to audiences of 
school children from alt over the 
country to sec the lltnis and receive 
awards. 

A new conference, tied in with the 
festival for the first lime, gave 
teachers and young film makers u 
chance to look at practical produc- 
tion work within the wider context of 
media educullon. 


To the hundreds of newcomers hauled 
on to school governing bodies by new 
legislation - and with more power than 
ever before - Aided church school 
governors can turn and say, “Step up 
Welcome aboard ship." 

The Education Bill gives governors 
a bigger say. But it is nothing more, 
nor anything like so much <is that 
enjoyed by governing hoards of church 
schools since the 1944 Act. 

Two-thirds of them have been 
appointed by thc Church: they control 
religious education and at secondary 
level _ the rest of the curriculum; 
uppoint teachers, admit — or turn away 
- pupils; decide and pay for new 
buildings and external repairs and 
determine who uses thc premises and 
when. 

If thc idea of so much responsibility 
m thc hands of amateurs is aisturbiug, 
it was less so when governors jusl 
turned up once u term to rubber stamp 
what the head and thc vicar had 
already decided. 

Out m fact it was not so much a cause 
of concern but of some envy, particu- 
larly when discontent about the com- 



1970s. 

This led to the setting up of the 
Taylor Committee in 1975. Indeed, 
when it reported two years later Lord 
Taylor acknowledged that his commit- 
tee had used the model of the volun- 
tary aided school governing body, with 
its specific responsibilities to a particu- 
lar school, when it examined the role 
of county school governing bodies. 

This did not go unnoticed by mem- 
bers of staff in the education depart- 
ment at St Martin's College, Lancas- 
ter, still a Church of England founda- 
tion though no longer exclusively a 
teacher training college. "I had just 
become a governor myself," explained 
Mr John Holland, a lecturer in history

and administration. “We reckoned 
Taylor gave us the opportunity to start 
sorting things out. So wc had a meeting 
with the diocesan director of education 
mid suggested u course for church 
school governors.” 

The Blackburn diocese has thc big- 
gest proportion of church schools in 
the country: there are 160 Aided 

E rimarv schools alone nnd it is a quiet 
!>nsf that a church secondary school is 
always available. 

Not many other dioceses can make 
that claim with only 113 Anglican 
secondary schools throughout the 
country. The Roman Catholic Church 
contribution is also considerable with 
six RC secondary schools in Preston 
alone. 

In 1978 Mr Holland and his col- 
leagues Dr Lois Louden and Mr David 
Urwin mounted two pilot courses, one 
in Burnley, the other in the Vale of 
Lune. 

Eight years later they reckon 2,000 
people a year are benefiting from the 
courses. They have been invited to the 
neighbouring dioceses of Carlisle, 
Bradford and Manchester. Usually 
they go out in twos, accompanied by a 
member of the diocesan team and 
sometimes an education officer, who 
may also be a governor. 

They invited the heads on the first 
trial-courses and have done so since, 
although Jo those days heads were 
automatically board members. They 


also hnd that deputy heads, looking for 
headships, arc keen to attend, 
together with some teacher-guvcmors 
or teachers who arc parent- governors. 

It was not long before thc RCs heard 
about the initiative — Lancaster is a 
Cntliolic diocese - and asked to be 
included. They were welcome, 
although the St Martin’s team is aware 
of a certain difference of approach. 

"J hc y have a simple method,” Mr 
Holland explained. ‘‘Those governors 
who arc not teachers or parents arc the 
bishops nominees. And they are 
altogether more uniform, rendy to 
follow the Church line. Thc Anglicans 
on the other hand, sec themselves 
more us nn advisory body." 

. What about the National Associa- 
tion of Governors nnd Managers which 
hold a regional one-day course in St 
,™' 5 College earlier this month? 



Well, they write everything for 
county schools.” Dr Louden said. “I 
started going to their meetings to make 
a song nnd dance about it. When they 
pur on a course we insist that at least 
spine of their group leaders are from 
the churches. We have to; there's such 
a high proportion of church schools In 
this diocese.” 

The Lancaster team no longer leads 
off with the legalities of the role of the 
school governor. Dr Louden said: 
“When wc started, the first topic was 
always buildings'. It has to be admit- 
ted that some Aided school governors 
are inclined to spend too much time 
considering the bricks and mortar 
aspect of their school rather than its 
educational purpose. 

“But now under the new legislation 
the governors have to spell out the 
aims of the school. So we leave 
’buildings' till last and start with the 
aims of the curriculum. We feel it's our 
job to get them round lo thinking that 
the aims may be much wider than was 
first supposed.” 

The appointment of staff is also

important to church school governors, 
ns they are employers in aided schools. 
And for such appointments, if no- 
where else, questions from the vicar 
such as “Are you confirmed?" are 
perfectly legitimate, although, some 
new governors take some convincing 
of that. * 

“Buildings" as a subject has been 
downgraded in importance, but the 
course tutors recognize in their litera- 
ture that the division of financial 
responsibility for school premises is 
complicated. For instance; “Free- 
standing school noticeboards are (he 
responsibility of the local education 
authority. If, however, the 
noticeboard is fastened to the wall of 
the building then the governors are 
responsible". The literature adds: 
“This point illustrates the advantage of 
being familiar with the relevant ‘small 
prinf." 

After eight years the St Martin's 
team finds the same questions askedi 
particularly by heads: ’‘Can I keep the 
chairman of my governors out?’ r and 
"Can the vicar insist on going in to 
teach RE?” Dr Louden: "Tlie answer 
to both is W.”

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MSC director calls for revolutionized education and training system 


Five years to save the 


Hn; Govern mem is being urged to 
concentrate on revolutionizing the 
education and training system by the 
director toe Manpower Services 
fonimission. He is now warning pub- 
liclv that Britain’s hope of economic 
survival rests on carrying through 
radical changes within five years. 

Mr Geoffrey Holland, the civil ser- 
vant who h3S led the MSC into a 
central role in educational policy, is 
calling for a massive expansion and 
rc-shaping of education and training to 
enable Britain to catch up with the rest 
of the industrialized world’s skills and 
“professionalism”. It requires, he says, 
revolutionary changes in the style and 
goals of traditional education as well as 
ihe widespread introduction of flexible 
new modes of learning outside schools 
und colleges. 

In o carefully prc-plu lined speech to 
the Institute of Personnel Manage- 
ment conference at Harrogate last 
week Mr Holland dismissed most of 
the Government’s prescriptions for 
saving the economy as of secondary 
importance to the imperative of educa- 
tion and training change. 

Relying on expansion of the services 
sector was not the answer, saUI Mr 
Holland, since it was losing its share of 
the world market in the same way ns 
manufacturing. 

Encouraging self-employment and 
small firms, however valuable in creat- 
ing employment, would not restore 
our competitiveness internationally; 
and Inventiveness and enterprise could 
not earn their rewards without the 
skills to follow them up. 

Britain’s weakness was in produc- 
tion, marketing, after-sales, customer 
relations, and all the functions which 
were required for that foliow-up. 

“It is clear that what distinguishes 
our international competitors from 
ourselves in these functions is their 
professionalism in depth and their 
systematic application to building that 
jHoiesHqnalisrn, welding it into teams, 
ft®' applying it

Everyhody. young and old, in work 
or not, and every community must 
count in that system, "in which oppor- 
tunity must beckon at every corner’. It 
must be based on individual choice, 
and offer progression, or return into 
learning, at every point. The priority 
groups, however, were: leaders and 
management nt all levels; people with 
technological qualifications; nnd the 
technicians to back them up. 

There was a need for a coherent 
strategy which would have an impact 
on schools, colleges, higher education, 
and cnmloying organizations. Every- 
one Ima n part to piny - the education 


service, employers, unions, nnd indi- 
viduals. 

Turning to the scale or what was 
required Mr Holland spelled out “the 
rule of the three sevens’’: 

• seven out of Id nf those who will be 
in the workforce in the year 20l)(J ure 
already in it - but likely to be doing 
something very different by then; 

• seven out of 10 of the workforce 
left school at the minimum nge - many 
of them at 14; and 

• seven out Df 10 of those who left at 
the minimum age have had no sys- 
tematic training or vocational educa- 
tion since. 

If we added the realization that one 
in two of the young people now at 
school played truant because there 
were more interesting and relevant 
things to do, then we began to realize 
the- difficulty of the task confronting 

IIS. 


”Wc have not got decades to put the 
situation right. In my view we have at 
best about five years." in (hat time 
perhaps three out of every four people 
at work would need some kind of 
training or retraining. Mr Holland 
estimated. 

The challenge fnr the Government 
was to: 

□ establish the economic imperative 
of a revolution in education and 
training; 

□ set up a dear framework and priori- 
ties for the nation; and 

□ use its power to ussisi the develop- 
ment of that framework and the 
achievement of ihe priorities. 

1 he power ol the Government's 
leverage in the ease of training and 
vocational education for young people 
had been clearly demonstrated by, 
among other moves, the "essential and 
impressive" TVEI-ied reform of the 
secondary curriculum. 

But it had inside lar less progress 
with adult training. Fnr loo many 
people, claimed Mr Holland, were 
sitting around waiting for it to act on 
adult training when it was an urgent 
common task. 

The most conspicuous success in this 
field so far had been open learning, 
where through Ihe MSCs Open Tecii 
programme, Britain had established a 
lead over the rest of Western Europe. 
Open learning was the only way the 
country could nope to offer opportuni- 
ties and choices to everyone, both 
because of its flexibility anti because it 
enabled u substantial reduction in unit 
costs. 

• By wiiat may havc been an over- 
sight, Mr Holland referred glowingly 
to the Employment Secretary^ plan to 
offer the long-term jobless under-25s 
short work-ex pcrieuce-bascd courses. 
Earlier in the week Mr Bryan Nichol- 
son, the MSC's chairman, had dis- 
closed that - as foreshadowed by The 
TES - many Manpower Services Com- 
missioners, including the representa- 
tives of the CBI and the TUC, had 
strong doubts about the scheme. They 
feared it might turn out to be “n 
down-market YOP", and were only 
agreeing to run a pilot version on 
sufferance.

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Holiday 
jobs that 
could last 
alifetime

The first -ever school course in rural 
tourism is being ran in one of Britain's 
worst unemployment hlacfcspots - the 
Teifi Valley in Dyfed, West Wales. 

Five coinprchcnsivcs are launching 
the course, us part of their Technical 
ami Vocational Education Initiative 
programmes, to increase pupils’ 
awareness of job opportunities in tour- 
ism, which employs over '.XUlHO people 
in Wales. 

Many of the participating pupils 
have lmd holiday jobs in the industry, 
either in hotels or on tlicir own fa mis. 
Farm holidays are a major growth 
sector, as EEC milk quotas havc 
forced Dyfed's fanners to supplement 
their income from other sources. 

Catering is a major part of the 
curriculum and prominence is given to 
recipes using local delicacies such us 
Teifi salmon, Newquay mackerel, 
Dy fed-grown nrgunic vegetables and 
goat’s milk. According to Dr Glyn 
Rogers, Dyfed’s TVEI director: “The 
project offers an insight into catering 
ami other service industry careers, and 
serves as a basis for pupils wishing to 
pursue home economics ui A level."

Bill Norris reports on 
new moves to ease the 
crisis of the teenage 
birth-rate 

Every day of the year, nearly 3,000 
American teenagers become preg- 
nant: their children account for more 
than 0 quarter of the birth-rate. In 
terms or abandoned education and 
child poverty, especially in the urban 
areas, it has become nn immense 
problem. 

New York City, where black and 
Hispanic children from poor back- 
grounds make up 75 per cent of the 
student population, is a typical ex- 
ample. In 1984 there were 14,431 
pregnancies among girls under 17. Of 
these 1,259 were under 15. and some 
were as young as 1 1 and 12.

Nevertheless, the number of school 
birth control clinics continues to grow, 
though the Bible belt remains in- 
violate. Two years ago there were only 
15 today there nre 71. Studies by 
Johns Hopkins University und the 
Centre for Population Options indi- 
cate they have prompted 110 increase in 
students’ sexual activity. 

On the contrary, the Johns Hopkins 
survey of two schools, one with a clinic 
and one without, showed that students 
at the former waited on average seven 
months longer before having sex, and 
their pregnancy rate dropped by 30 per 
cent. At the second school, which nad 


a traditional health education prog- 
ramme, pregnancies rose by 50 ocr 
cent. 

Cities such as St Paul, Minnesota, 
Baltimore and Kansas City, have re- 
ported falls in the pregnancy rate of 
more than 50 per cent since opening 
clinics. Their opponents contend that 
the figures are rigged. 

There are wide variations in policy 
between the states. Maryland has eight 
school birth control climes; neighbour- 
ing Virginia, with 20,000 teenage 
pregnancies (and 10,000 teenage abor- 
tions) last vear, lias none. The Virginia 
lowm of Hnmpton turned down prop- 
osals to establish a clinic last week, 
after fierce opposition from parents. 

The Hampton proposal was a mild 
one: the clinic would have offered no 
contraceptives or abortion referrals, 
anti students would only have been 
able to attend with their parents' 
permission. It was still rejected. "We 
don’t feel that the clinics work," said 
one parent. “We see them as being 
divisive of family life." 



Sidestepping a taboo 


JAPAN 


A taboo on talking about sex has kept 
the subject out of the Japanese class- 
room. Guidelines on lhe set Ministry of 
Education syllabus are so vague or 
oblique that teachers can sidestep the 
question completely If they wish. And 
In the few schools where Instruction Is 
given, disparities In content and 
methods are enormous. 

A recent television documentary 
Illustrated the point. The primary 
school teacher broached Ihe subject 
through childbirth, asking pupils to 
bring to school their umbilical cords, 
which are often preserved In Japan as a 
symbol of the bonds between mother 
and child. . 

By contrast, the secondary school 
teacher used terror to communicate the 
contraception message. Brandishing 
surgical Instruments used for abortion 
In one hand ftnd condoms In the other, 
she declared thqt the only way to avoid 
one was to use the other. The presenters 
of the programme merely described the 
method as "surprising”.

BELGIUM 


The issue of sex education has been a 
concern for many years, but the need 
for a hroader approach Is becoming 
more urgent now that teenage preg- 
nancies and abortions ore increasing. 
AccordUig to the ministry, sex educa- 
tion Is usually understood to mean 
teaching the basic facts of life or 
advocating abstinence, which leaves 
children vulnerable to misleading In- 
formation from classmates and the 
• media for lnforrnaUoa. 

Overt transgression of Ihe celibacy 
rule b usually punished by expulsion. 
Even though most teachers are unable 
lo deal with the emotional and psycho- 
logical aspects of physlcnl relationships 
among pupils, they apparently do not 
seek Uie structure that sex education as 
a separate subject would bring. 

In an effort to help them tackio the. 
Issue more directly, lhe ministry distri- 
buted 60,000 copies of a 100-page book 
to lower and upper secondary schools 
la July, giving advice on providing 
neutral Instruction to schoolchildren, 
who often start sexual relationships at 
an earlier age than Ibcir predecessors.

There Is no government legislation on 
sex education in Belgium, mainly be- 
cause the existence of three separate 
education networks - state, provincial 
and Independent - mokes any control 
of curriculum content problematic.

First, religion involves absolute 
truth claims. Christians believe that 
Jesus was God who had taken human 
lorm and n.s such was the final revela- 
tion. Muslims, while accepting thnt 
I Jesus was u great prophet, believe that 
I Muhammad whs the final revelation. 
Such truth claims are absolute and 
incompatible with one another and it is 
necessnry that pupils in schools learn 
that there are aspects of religious faith 
on which adherents can never agree. 

This is particularly important when 
the act of collective worship is consi- 
dered in school. Some have sought a 
wucretistic approach, in which the 
distinctiveness of each faith is lost in an 
amalgam of the whole; a reduction to 
the lowest common denominator. 

This does justice to no faith, and for I 
this reason it is rejected by most f 
religious faith lenders; not alf, because 
believers such as Baha’is take a syncrc- 
tistrc approach. ■ 

Second, although religious educa- 
tion according to an agreed syllabus is 
designed to educate children a bunt 
(often, world) religion, believing pa- 
rents arc anxious that what takes place 
in school should not destroy the effect 
of their nurture of their children. 

Personally, I believe that parents arc 
right to express such concern and it is 
for this reason that the ILEA agreed 
I syllabus of RE slides that young peo- 
ple should be “able to continue m . . . 
fhcir own beliefs" and RE teachers 
therefore seek to develop professional 
skills to make this aim a renlity. 
Parents find it a great help when they 
are ante to obtain on agreed syllabus 
for religious education easily. 

Third, in any education authority 
there are RE teachers who are com- 
mitted to particular religious faiths and 
those who arc committed to none. The 
best RE readier* are ihuse who are 
committed to religious cducution 
whether they have personal religious 
beliefs or not. 

This is sometimes a surprise to 
religious believers who make Hie 
assumption that only those who have a 
religious belief or their own can really 
enter into what religious belief is aft 
about and therefore teach children 
effectively. This is obviously untrue in 
other areas; a teacher does not have to 
be a drug addict to teach young people 
about drugs in a way which wlfprcvcnt 
irresponsible and harmful use. 

Some, teachers find that their per- 
sonnl faith, far from giying insight into ' 
other faiths, actually prevents it be- 
cause of tbe strength of their own 
convictions; others find tha( this is not

; There is no general rule. What really 
counts i$:a commitment to the chil- 
drem to adequate preparation, sound 
relationships and the development of 
professional' skills.

Curriculum development is mi ex- 
tremely complex matter. It is only 
really effective when it is activated in 
the classroom and all children benefit 
from its impact. The Bullock Report 
published in 1975 contained many 
recommendations which were so im- 
portant that we immediately began to 
consider how to implement them. 
Fortunately, the report coincided with 
the authority’s wish to develop a 

Stop the panic 

Sir - 1 was surprised to read that the 
chairman oF the Committee of Vice- 
1 Chancellors and Principals, an histo- 
rian like myself, thinks tnat the A level 
examination's “entire basis is the old O 
level”; and that its immedintc demise is , 
an inevitable consequence of the intro- 
duction of GCSE. 

It has always been my experience 
that historians reared on O level came 
into the sixth-form adept at coherent 
narrative writing, but needing to be 
trained in the techniques of argument 
and investigation. In GCSE work the 
emphasis is shifted, and I sec no reason 
to suppose that the gap to be bridged 
when launching into A level work will 
be any greater. Moreover, the "levels 
of response" marking in the GCSE 
corresponds much more closely with A 
level marking techniques than do cur- 
rent 0 level methods. 

It mav be that A level is ultimately 
doomed to destruction in the cause of 
the ending of dlitism and divisiveness; 
or in the pursuit of a favourable 
balance of payments. But I don’t 
believe that its supposed incompatibil- 
ity with GCSE justifies an immediate 
death warrant. Indeed, students, 
teachers and examination boards 
might all benefit from a halt to the 
present stampede of change.

This is why the 
project has continued to be developed 
h yjhc Literacy Development Panel. 


This group, formed by experienced 
primary and secondary headteachers, 
includes other teachers and three 
senior advisers. It considers every 
aspect of the programme, its impact 
and development. It also supports 
each year two further panels of 
teachers who devise and present the 
in-servicc training courses. The pro- 
ject therefore follows the philosophy 
adopted by this authority in much of its 
in-service provision, which is one of 
teacher-devised and teacher-delivered 
materials. 


The acquisition nf language skills is 
vital for each child and the literacy curd 
provides teachers villi a “map” of this 
urea of the curriculum. If it is used 
effectively, teachers plan a programme 
of work which enables children to 
develop competency in literacy. I must 
stress, however, that how (lie teacher 
plans the work and the content of 
lessons remains entirely at school 
level. The programme has already 
clearly shown that, where it is operat- 
ing effectively, these aims arc fully 
realized. 

The programme also enables us to 
help schools to become aware of many 
other imjx>rtHnt and related issues. 
Your correspondent rightly mentions 
the bridge between the primary and 
secondary sectors. The project must 
also tackle the work in the early years 
at secondary stage if we are to realize 
fully the benefits and needs generated 
by the introduction of GCSE.

My opinions on CDT axe certainly 
not ill-informed as he claims. My 
department runs a successful farther 
training course in CDT (one year full 
time), and I have just completed a 
sequence of regional seminars with the I 
Design Council on design for CDT 
lecturers in tcachcT education. 1 and 
my department arc firmly committed 
to CDt as an effective part of secon- 
dary education. 

The comparison of the relative suita- 
bility of applicants for our degree 
course who have A levels such as arts, 
physics or design and technology is 
based on an assessment of their ability 
to tackle design problems based on 
both set exercises and their portfolios 
of work. 

That many applicants taking physics 
and art should perform better is a 
profoundly worrying reflection on the 
content ofdesign and technology sylla- 
buses and its methods. 

J agree that this subject should be 
the most suitable A level for entry to 
industrial design courses, and I regret 
greatly that at the moment it frequent- 
ly is not.

The image is familiar . All those who 
have contact with societies less pri- 
vileged than our own, return question- 
ing what we regard as essential. 

My fiercely critical exposition the 
evening before of under-resourcing 
of our schools and education 
system generally in the hands of our 
present government, seemed uncom- 
fortably close to the stance of a 
well-fed Californian farmer who 
announced during n recent BBC film

In both cases, fairly crucial re- 
sources were lacking but only in the 
English classroom was this lack pro- 
ving critical. What was the difference? 
What was the clement or (lie missing 
element in the English classroom 
which meant that the lack of resources 
had disastrous consequences? 

What seemed to be lacking wus any 
willingness on the part of the pupils to 
leant. Why should this be? Why is it 
not discussed more often? It is us if the 
obvious absence of resources nnd the 
evident problems this causes distract 
us front the possibly less comfortable 
question, namely why does the nh- 
sence of resources cause us problems? 
There is no disputing that bad 
teaching, poor materials, lack of visual 
stimulus and so on, can undermine ftny 
initial impulse on the pari of the 
learner to listen or participate, but we 
seem to have slipped into the hahll of 
talking as if the will to leum or listen 
cannot exist on Us own. 

Are the resources of paper, visual 
and other aids or, come to that, 
enough textbooks to go round really 
essential? Are they not In fact just 
compensations or enhancements? To 
go back to the agricultural and en- 
vironmental metaphor, the African 
classroom with its under-resourced but 
real learning was a powerful reminder 
that it is not, as it were, an Increase in 
artificial fertilizer, high technology or 
even better varieties of seed that are 
needed for the poor soil of some of our 
classrooms, but a radical rethink of the 
■ social and environmental context of 
the operation, '

AS LEVELS 


The last straw? 


Sean O'Reilly 



I have recently received a very glossy 
brochure from the Department of 
Education anil Science giving details of 
the new Advanced Supplementary 
(AS) levels. Musi of the cxumiuing 
boards intend to offer at iciest in 
different syllabuses in subjects that 
include human biology, classics, elec- 
tronics. religious studies, geology and 
industrial studies. 

Few pcopla would disagree witli the 
need to broaden the curriculum for A 
level pupils. Many of us can still 
remember the failure to implement N 
and F levels. However, if the new AS 
levels are to meet the stated trims, then 
I suggest that schools concentrate only 
on those subjects thut really comple- 
ment a particular pupil’s A level 
subject choice. Appropriate subjects 
ought to be broadly and thematically 
based. Possible subject titles could 
include science in society, design and 
technology, industrial studies or 
general studies. What we wnnt to avoid 
is a rehash or existing GCE O or A-0 
level syllabuses in a plethora of sub- 
jects. 

Even if an examining board provides 
a particularly attractive syllabus, indi- 
vidual teachers and schools still have to 
design and provide the necessary re- 
sources to teach the course effectively.

Friends of the family 


T he Conservative Party backbench tcvoIi 
□ver the Education Bill provided an 
opportunity for the recently formed 
Conservative Family Campaign to flex 
i» uolifical muscle. The campaign played a key 
olein mobilizing support for the amendment 
which would have allowed pnrents to withdraw 
children from sex education lessons. _ 

Bui the Conservative Family Campaign has a 
much wider agenda than the nation’s classrooms, 
for it seeks nothing less than the remora iizat inn of 

the nation’s life. ... 

It has much in common with the moral majority 
movement in the United Stales, which hns sought 
to combine religious fundamentalism with fervent 
support for free enterprise at home nnd an 
aggressive foreign policy. Like its British counter- 
part. the moral majority has been keen to keep 
«x out of the classroom nnd only 15 per cent of 
American school districts provide sex education. 
Ihis may help to account for the fact that the 
teenage birth rate is more than twice that of 
Britain. 

The Conservative Family Campaign is vigorous 
in its attack on welfare payments, divorce, 
abortion nnd sexual devianey. Permissiveness is 
seen as die main cause or conic mporary social 
problems. One campaign publication argues: 
"Permissiveness is costly and harmful. Immoral 
behaviour encourages socialism." 

The solution to our problems is simple: n 
restoration of the traditional pturiurchul family 
and a restatement of fundamentalist Christianity. , 
The implications of this for those in welfare I 
professions have been spelled out with dazzling 
clarity by the chairman of the campaign, Graham 
Webster-Gardiner. “How often," he said, "have l 
had to comment at supposedly Christian gather- 
ings discussing, for example, marriage counsell- 
ing, that (he only textbook needed is God’s; The 
Bible!" 

The Conservative Family Campaign believes 
that social reforms, far from being a rational 
response to social problems arc, in fuel, the 
creaiQis of social problems. For them, divorce is 
caused not by the fact that some married people

ennnot stand the sight of one another or by the 
many pressures placed on the nuclear family, but 
rather by divorce legislation. 

David Amess, MP for Basildon, one of the 
founders of the campaign argues; “I think wc’vc 
had enough of the so-called ‘caring’ solutions to 
problems. In the name of ‘caring’ for women wc 
have an abortion law which has created an 
abortion industry, which left thousands of women 
physically and mentally scarred. In the name of 
‘caring* for married couples wc have divorce laws 
which have resulted in one in every three 
marriages ending, and hundreds of children lefi 
neglected of the attention they need." 

The solution for the Conservative Family 
Campaign is the reconstruction of the middle- 
class Victorian fondly. "The Conservative Family 
Campnign aims to put the father buck ut the head 
of the family tabic, he should be the breadwinner, 
he should be responsible for his children’s- 
actions. He should be respected by those who 
tcucli his children. He should be upheld by social 
workers, doctors and others who professionally 
come into contact with his children. Years of 
militant feminism, and harmful legislation like 
the Equal Opportunities Act, huve undermined 
the clear biblical concept of the ftuher." 

The role of women is equally clear: "Twenty 
years of a woman’s life devoted to nurturing lire 
family fur outweigh twenty years of taking a man's 
job." 

It is in the decline of the family, the trend to 
progressive teaching methods and the permissive 
legislation of the sixties that wc find the origin of 
today’s social ills. Crime nnd violence result from 
family breakdown and the absence of authority in 
the family. “Rising crime will fall when children 
who come from families where authority is 
respected go into society nnd respect nulliurily." 


How this kind of argument accounts for ihc 50 
per cent increase in recorded crime during the 
Thatcher Government is unclear, unless we are to 
assume that it has further eroded the family. 

The Achilles heel of the campaign is precisely 
that: the way in which the Government under 
Margaret Thatcher has increased the pressures oil 
the family, through reducing benefit levels, 
raising unemployment, increasing inequality and 
economics in education and the sociul services. 
Equally the proposition thut the family is a 
qnintessent tally Conservative preserve, or a cor- 
nerstone of a free enterprise society, is highly 
suspect. In America, that most admired of free 
enterprise societies, the divorce rate is rocketing 
and the family is more celebrated in moral 
majority mythology than in social reality. 

The American critic, Christopher Lasch, hHS 
noted the link between the wider values of free 
enterprise America, with its endless senrch for 
novelty and its transformation of social life into an | 
odyssey of consumption, and the decline of the 
family. "I( is the logic of consumerism that 
undermines the values of loyalty and permanence 
and promotes a different set of values that is 
destructive of family life. The need for novelty 
and fresh stimulation becomes ever mote intense , 
intervening interludes of boredom arc increasing- 
ly intolerable 

It would, however, be foolhardy to ignore the 
potential appeal of arguments which simul- 
taneously legitimize further cutbacks in slate 
welfare, placing responsibility clearly with the 
family, while essentially blaming liberal attitudes 
and legislation Tor today's ^ social problems. 

In the United States, one uf President Reagan’s 
great strengths has been his ability to mobilize a 
populist constituency whose fervour is regularly 
reinforced by a diet of televised revival meetings. 


Blind to die needs of the deaf

honours degree in combined studies leading to 
qualified teacher status and the qualification to 
teach hearing-impaired children. Nearly 200 
candidates every year apply for entry to this 
university course and 25 to 30 are accepted. 

If the Secretary of State for Education nnd 
Science implements the Better Schools recom- 
mendation, in future only candidates from the 
first group would be accepted for training as 
teachers of the deaf, causing hn immediate and 
long-term shortage of teachers of the deaf. Only 
60 to 70 experienced teachers come forward each 
year when an output of approximately 120 to 140 
is needed. This shortage could eventually under- 
mine the mandatory qualification for teaching 

hearing-impaired children. ■ . ' • 

It seems highly likely that the great majority of 
the talented young candidates would be lost to 
deaf education if they were required to satisfy the 
new regulations: Young teachers of the deaf in 
their early and mid-twenties would be non- 
existent and even fewer meh would enter th6 deaf 
teaching profession than at present. ■ ■ 

Narrowirtg the base of recruitment of teachers 
of the deaf is likely to reduce the overall quality of 
the entry to the profession. At present there is a 
shortage Of hearing-impaired and ethnic nunorily 
. candidates. If this recommendation Is adop ted It 
would'jheafl that even fewer would be remitted.

Indeed religion has so for penetrated the ranks of 
the modern Republicans that Pal Robertson , a 
preacher, who claims daily discussions with God, 
is viewed as a scriuus contender for the Presiden- 
tial nomination. ; 

In this country Thatcherism hus been far less 
successful in mobilizing a populist base, but as the 
devastating consequences of its economic policy 
become clear, the search for a new social agenda 
with which to rally the Parly becomes ever more 
pressing. 

In the heyday of monetarism it was union 
power, public spending and the avaricious greed 
of public sector employees which threatened the 
nation’s survival. The Government’s own policies 
hove shown the spaciousness of this analysis ns it 
has orchestrated declining public services without 
any of the promised private sector revival. 

The new rhetoric reflects w different kind of 
utittck on the public sector. This time social 
workers, teachers and oilier education und wel- 
fare workers will be responsible not for Britain's 
economic decline, but for our mural decline. In 
Ihc new Toryism yobs in the classroom result nut 
from special deprivation or the absence of uny 
promise of future employment, nor even from the 
under-funded, overdressed, inner city schools. 
The answer is altogether more simple, as (he 
Home Secretary made clear to the Party faithful 
in Bournemouth; yubs are here, in increasing 
numbers, because teachers Intvc failed to impose 
discipline. Permissive attitudes are to blame, not 
social conditions. The solution, in short, is not 
social reform but the educational equivalent of 
the water cannon. 

The Conservative Family Campaign has been 
in existence a mere six months, its arguments are 
evidently superficial, its use of reasoned evidence 
and analysis non-existent, yet it is already a 
powerful voice in the party. Monetarism has 
failed to deliver (he promised economic recovery. 
Thatcherism Murk fl may well find new hope in a 
return to more fundamental questions.

The Better Schools proposal will . considerably 
increase the cost of the training of future teachers 
of the deaf and could bring about the closure of 
well established and successful courses.

Training teachers of the deaf solely from the 
in-service pool of experienced teachers did not

Educating hearing-impaired children, be it at 
pre-school or school level, in special schools nnd 
units, in ordinary schools, In the peripatetic 
service or in further and technical education 
requires a special approach which can be de- 
veloped only through proper training.

TVEI cannot meet these aims because in a 
content-laden curriculum forced in particular on 
those of high ability, there simply is not the time. 

Educationally, we are becoming the sick man 
of Europe and of the rest of the Western world, 
not simply because of a lack of spending but for 
more complex structural reasons. We have failed 
to innovate at anything like the puce required in 
the modern world. Despite attempts to ‘‘inte- 
grate" the curriculum and to introduce profiling 
and records of achievement, little has changed in 
secondary schools, almost exclusively as a result 
of the stranglehold of the 16-plus examination 
system.

All together please 



I n the report of the House of Commons 
Select Committee on Achievement in Prim- 
ary Schools, the question of entry age has 
once again been fudged. The admission of 
children to infant classes before statutory school 
age is so hedged about with conditions that we are 
no further forward in promoting equal oppor- 
tunity. 

In the tradition of select committees, what at 
first sight seems n reasonable compromise be- 
tween these opposing views, turns out on closer 
examination to rcvenl only a superficial treatment 
or the issue. Equally important, the necessity for 
legislative changes to improve (lie provision for 
children under five is sndlv ignored. 

The main recommendations in this section of 
the report arc: 

□ no change In the statutory age of entry; 

□ children should be able to start their education 
at the beginning of the school year in which 
they will be five, cither in nursery or infant 
classes; 

□ the same staffing and equipment levels should 
apply in these classes; 

□ the provision should be part-time until statu- 
tory school age; 

□ staffing should be based on summer rolls; and 
□ The DES should develop a national policy for 
four year olds. 

The committee acknowledges the problem of 
unequal length of schooling but has failed to 
address the root cause-: the practice in most l.e.a.s 
of a termly entry to a year group-based system,. 

England is the only country whose education 
law encourages discrimination against the youn- 
ger children in the year group. Local authorities 
are permitted to deprive the youngest of one, two 
or three terms schooling: a loss for which there 
can be no compensation. 

For every country I have- investigated, whatev- 
er the age of starting school, children all begin 
their compulsory education in class one and have 
to complete a minimum number of years before 
being allowed to leave school. Educational 
systems are universally organized on the basis of 
school year groups and childreh become eligible, 
or obliged, ro attend school according to; their 1 
membership of the year group. • - 

This contrasts starkly tfith the English system, 

A minority pf children start school at the 
beginning of the school year and have a full year 
in the reception class. The majority join the 
reception class one or two terms later. In 18 
authorities the youngest children do not join their 
peers until the beginning of the second year of 
schooling, having missed the Whole of class,one. 

Many studies have identified summer-born 
children as disadvantaged. But as G K Booth puts 
it so well in his study', their authors have often 
•^quixotically" neglected 'ti> consider length of 
primary schooling as a possible; cqilse. However, 
there is considerable 1 research evidence Which 
points positively to unequal length of schooling ns 
one of the: fefciora ^ children’s underachieve-

analysis of dnta from the National Child Develop- 
ment Study. The sample for this study was 10,000 
children all born during the same week. The uge 
effect could therefore lie ignored end the authors 
showed that all other variables (including pre- 
school experience) being taken account of, those 
children Who started school early achieved better 
academically than those who started later. This 
effect was still discernible In secondary schools. 

Booth’s findings published in 1980(£dHCrtf/ou- 
al Research , Vol 23) make n positive association 
between a single start date and Improved per- 
formance by younger children. 

“Length of schooling exerts twice ns much 
Influence for change at this stage in 
[primary) education as does developmen- 
tal maturation.” 

His study, conducted in a Scottish I.e.a. which 
has a single entry admission policy, shpws a 
significant improvement in reading nge scores for 
the younger children in comparison with national 
norms. It also shows that a loss of as little os 10 
days of full-time education (due 10 adverse winter 
conditions etc ) has a detcctably adverse effect on 
overall achievement. 

The Inner London Education Authority Junior 
School Project (1986) draws attention to the 
differences between autumn and summer born 
members of the year group in social and be- 
havioural attitudes and in ‘‘reading, writing and 
mathematics attainment” and concludes that “in 
. part, this was due to the marked differences in 
length of infant schooling (an average of nine 
months between autumn and summer bom)". 

These findings make quite dear that disadvan- 
tage is caused by shorter lengths, of primary 
experience, irrespective of nurscry/ploygroup 
provision. The only remedy is n different inter- 
' pretatioa of compulsory school age. The legisla- 
tion must be amended so that the obligation on 
l.e.a.s and parents is to provide “efficient full 
■ time'' education from the beginning of the school 
year In which children will teach their fifth 
birthday, so that cVery child receives 12 years of 
full-time education.

Legislation which ensures equality of primaiy 
education 11111 st nlso address the current inequal- 
ity of nursery education. A new Education Act 
should offer nil children a part-time nursery place 
at the beginning of the school year in which they 
will be four, preferably, as the select committee 
suggests, j» a nursery clnss attached to a primary 
school. Such classes provide the continuity of 
educational experience so necessary in a child’s 
early years, and help to keep both nursery and 
reception class teachers awn re of the curriculum 
requirements in both areas. 

The National Association of Head Teachers 
makes the point in Its evidence to the Select 
Committee that there is no ideal pupil-teacher 
ratio and schools need 10 be staffed on n 
curriculum end other needs basis. 

However, the special staffing requirements of 
nursery classes expressed in terms of adulfichild 
ratios have long been recognized, and it would 
seem appropriate to recognise reception classes 1 n 
the same way. This would be the case whatever 
the actual age of children in the reception classes , 
for the first year of schooling is a special case and 
ail members of such a class deserve a high level of 
Staffing and resource. 

No one would suggest though, that children 
front five-plus to sixteen should be removed from 
education until better PTRs nre funded and 
implemented, or another, better system far 
deciding appropriate staffing levels Is introduced 
in its place. Similarly, the youngest children must 
not- be excluded . from education because the 
optimum conditions hnve not yet been created. 
They must be given the right to enjoy an equal • 
amount of full-time schooling as their peers. 

Some l.e.a.s (about one-third) are already 
offering a single entry date within the financial 
restrictions being suffered by the- education 
system as a whole, ond some of them have the 
kind of staffing ratios, ancillary help and flexibil- 
ity which could be used as examples of “good 
practice”. It is unfortunate that the Select 
Committee has not: identified these l.e.a.s and 
instead has chosen, to recommend a policy that is 
wasteful of scarce resources. 

Those that advocate termly entry, however 
disguised, must address the result of their advoca- 
cy; the youngest In the year group receive the 
least amount of education. This is manifestly 
unfair.

Its 
death rate, though, is on a bigger scale. 
Another statistic: of 1,001) young 
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adults who smoke regularly, one will 
be murdered, six will be killed on the 
roads, and 25u will be killed by 
tobacco. 

It is only since the Fifties that the 
health risks of smoking have been 
widek recognized, after the first pub- 
lished studies connecting it with lung 
cancer. The growing evidence hus 
convinced many over the years to give 
up or cut down. In the population of 
Britain as a whole smoking is declin- 
ing, and in every socio-economic 
group smokers arc now in a minority. 
Smoking is becoming less socially 
respectable and is increasingly res- 
tricted in public places ns a concession 
jo the rights of non-smokers, whose 
health is now known to suffer too. 

Yet worldwide the lethal drug is 
claiming more and more lives, as the 
tobacco industry sets its sights on new 
markets in the Third World. In the 
industrialized West it intensifies its 
efforts to conquer those sectors of the 
market not fully exploited in the past. 
Women, James Wilkinson notes, are 
an increasing proportion of those who 
tlo smoke, and they smoke more 
heavily than ever before - since the 
late Seventies cigarette companies 
have upped their advertising in 
women’s magazines, cashing in on 


women's greater financial independ- 
ence. Young people nre the most 
vulnerable potential smokers. Half- 
price entry to clubs and discos am] 
discounts on albums, tapes and snorts 
equipment are just some of the induce- 
ments on offer to them through mem- 
bership oF one particular brand’s 
promotional club. 

After a thorough survey of the 
major research on tobacco’s links with 
lung and heart disease and poor gener- 
al health, James Wilkinson makes a 
savage indictment of the industry on 
two fronts: its repeated attempts to 
obscure the medical evidence and 
confuse public perceptions of it, and 
the ruthless war of attrition it has 
waged against advertising restrictions, 
largely through sponsorship of spnris 
and the arts. Back-door advertising 
has been rife, through diversification 
into other product areas - fashion, 
holidays, sportswear- while trading on 
existing brand names nr launching new 
ones. The voluntary agreements with 
the Department of Health that reg- 
ulnte such promotions have been 
breached time after time. 

But Governmental commitment to 
ending tobacco addiction has never 
been more than half-hearted. Minutes 
of a 1954 Cabinet meeting disclosed 
under the 30-year rule revealed il 
decision to play down the recently I 
established connection between 
cigarettes and lung cancer partly be- 
cause tax revenue was ut stake, n factor 
that, together with business pressures, 
has dictated policies ever since. 

The tobacco industry now faces 
mounting opposition, from the BMA’s 
campaign — extended world-wide fast 
year - to the proliferation nf militant 
unii-smoking groups using direct ac- 


tion toprotest against cigarctie promo- 
tions. It thrives thanks to legafiiy and 
the respectability that is enhanced by 
prestige sponsorship and unabated 
advertising, both of which, this hook 
concludes, should be banned us a first 
step to a swift decline in smoking. 

tobacco is an invaluable resource 
for anyone concerned with health 
education, though its concentration on 
smoking as a single issue leaves the 
author silent on those apparent conun- 
drums about tax revenue and tobacco 
workers’ jobs that, unanswered, hold 
the economy hostage to the power of 
the industry. The extent of that power 
and its unscrupulous nbusc is made 
^jurbingly clear in his chapter on the 
I bird World, and it is here thnt the 
bonk is best complemented by Simon 
Chapman's study. Cluttered as it is 
with the raw impediments of a PhD 
thesis. Great Expectorations is lhc less 
readable of the two. but its arguments 
carry weight. 

Third World deaths from lung can- 
cer arc rising as a result of increased 
cigarette consumption. Even in the 
worst famine areas non-smokers nre 
being wooed with a combination of 
advertising- often used to brighten up 
squalid environments - nna prom- 
otional ploys like free introductory 
cigarettes and big prize lotteries. 
Cigarettes arc widely sold in single 
sticks. The role of advertising there - 
where its glamorous, affluent images 
also market the cultural superiority of 
the West -and elsewhere is analysed in 
terms of how it represents smoking as a 
desirable social activity, u process that 
is cumulative, through lhc ubiquity 
and repetition of advertising, rather 
than related to particular instances.

In the wake of controversy over chil- 
dren’s bilingualism, mother tongue 
and community language, it is re- 
freshing to read a book which offers 

E radical suggestions for the teaching of 
ritain’s community languages with- 
out wasting time on the debate. 

Today tne term "commiihiiy lan- , 
gunge” nns become firmly established 
as a euphemism for low status lan- 
guages or Britain as opposed to the 
“modem foreign languages” like 
French and German. The irony is that 
the parity of ethnic minority languages 
should be with English arid not with 
foreign languages. After all, English is 
a community language. 

Here is a book which sets out to 
tackle in a lucid , easy-to-read form, 
the many practical difficulties which 
teachers of community languages face, 


not least the absence ot suitnble 
teaching materials. The materials dis- 
cussed arc for the teaching of Urdu, 
but teachers of other languages will 
find the bonk equally useful as the 
difficulties confronting all teachers of 
community languages are similar. 

Language teaching is geared to lear- 
ners’ needs. The author emphasizes 
that materials written for children in 
their countries of origin do not reflect 
life in Britain where children may have 
only a couple of hours of Urdu a week. 
Concepts and sentiments familiar to 
children in Pakistan may be foreign to 
children born here. Marion Moftcno 
has shown teachers how ' to ndapt 
traditional materials ahd how to ex- 
periment with new methods. There Isa 
chapter on “Designing a course book” 
anu another on ‘‘Preparing the mate- 
rials we need”. There is also advice on 
(he teaching of oral and literacy skills 
at all levels. 

Marion MoltenO writes not only 
from her own experience of teaching 
Urdu to children and adults, but also 
from the advantage of having learnt 
Urdu as a secqnd/third. language her- 
self. She also draws skilfully from the ; 


experiences of other teachers of com- 
munity languages. 

Teachers will find the list of Urdu 
teaching materials (both traditional 
and those produced in this country) 
most useful, os they include in forma- 
tion about sources as well os sugges- 
tions on finding out about new male- 
rial through the Urdu Teaching News- 
letter produced in Britain. 

Dual-language stories specially pro- 
duced for children In Britain are also 
listed, as well as well-known children’s 
stones in English which have added 
translations into other languages. 
There are examples of information 
books/Icafiets and a list of sup- 
1 pie mentary readers from Pakistan and 
Indin, as well as coursebooks for 
English speakers. 

This book will be of interest to 
everyone interested in language and 
language learning.' Here is an oppor- 
tunity for monolingual teachers to 
widen their knowledge of the nature of 
Urdu so thnt when pupils boast about 
their ability to read the “qaidfls", they 
can offer an honest gesture of appre- 
ciation.

The editor of this selection is himself n 
master of the art of parody, frequent 
winner for years of literary competi- 
tions including those in The TES.

In a neatly appropriate 
introduction he tells us that parody is 
specifically concerned with ,r mockery 
of the style of the author - the 
language, the way it's used, the subject 
matter”. The altitude of the parodist 
is, of course, more ambivalent than 
this: good parodies illuminate and 
interpret. The more individual nn 
autEior is. the more he lends his work to 
parody and this accounts for the many 
index entries of Jane Austen, Words- 
worth, Tennyson, Browning, Hopkins 
and more recently Betjeman and T S 
Eliot. Eliot is a natural target: most

two languages, either by slotting in a 
second language to the existing design, 
like the Heine mann dual language 
versions of the famous Spot books by 
Eric Hill, or by redesigning the text 
lay-out to give both languages equal 
weight, like theBakcr Books editions 
of tnc same scries. 

In terms of genres, dual language 
books i tow span folktales, fiction and 
stories oF everyday life. AH of us who 
arc concerned about the provision of 
appropriate reading materials for all 
children in our linguistically diverse 
society ean only rejoice at this new 
movement, especially as increasing 
competition should, eventually, by all 
the laws of publishing, result in an 
improvement in quality. For it lias to 
be said that the quality of the books 
available- is very variable and, in some 
instances, leaves a great deal to be 

I desired, not in terms of the occasional 
error but in terms of the standards 
aimed at. 

Publishers have to realize that it is 
no longer enough simply to publish in 
dual language - if, indeed, it ever was; 
it must Be done well. Dual language 
books will be judged, especially by the 
child consumer, against the same 
criteria as children’s books in English 
only and, given limited financial re- 
sources, teachers and librarians will be 
forced to vote with their purses. 

This is not to suggest that dual 
language book production is any kind 
of easy option. It is ii slow and costly 
business, requiring painstaking atten- 
tion to detail. In addition, the usual 
criteria of a good tale, well told, 
colourfully, and appropriately illus- 
trated, and attractively packaged, still 
have to be met. Quite a tall order, and 
not for those who are thinking of a

Pedestrian style and indifferent 
black and white illustrations characte- 
rize The Mango Tree and Other Talcs 
of Greed, the second collection of 
traditional folktales to be published in 
dual language by Edward Arnold. If 
children are to enjoy reading, then a 
lively storytelling style and colourful 
illustrations which augment the story 
arc far more important than strict 
adherence to readability levels. Furth- 
ermore, although, in terms of produc- 
tion. the covers are fairly attractive 
and certainly sturdy, the quality of 
reproduction of the Asian languages, 
all of which arc calligraphy rather than 
typesetting, is very variable and, in the 
case of the Bengali, very poor. 

When compared with the beautiful 
Urdu calligraphy and English typeset- 
ting, the Bengali and, to a lesser 
degree, the Punjabi, looks hopelessly 
amateurish.

One little exercise is devoted to 
teaching the appropriate meaning of 
the word “enclosure” when a key 
concept such as "statutory sick pay" is 
unexplained. The form-filling unit 
takes the reader through a difficult 
form in a supportive and well-struc- 
tured way but ft is unfortunate (hat the 
situation used is a tax refund rather 
than the more usual tax deduction. 

The tone of the material gives cause 
for unease in places.

Pyramid by Carol Read nnd Alan 
(Level One, Collins ELT,

group on the way up. ibis is a novel 1 
approach, but is undermined by thc I 
rather dreary drawings of thc group 
members. 

Level One is divided into four main 
units: Personal Information, People, 
Places, and Informntion/Servlccs. This 
organization gives an overall coher- 
ence to Ihe course, often lacking in 
bonks at this level. Die language con- 
tent is well-judged and thc oral activi- 
ties and writing exercises provide am- 
ple opportunity for practice and con- 
solidation. 

Miicmilhm’s hid for thc secondary 
market is called Tactic. Tactic 2 by E L 
Roberts (£3.50. 0 333 42054 M is just 
out. Careful reading of the title page, 
however, reveals that this course was 
first published in Italy under the title 
"Got the Message?” in 1981. Its origin- 
al authors were Italian. 

The organizing principle throughout 
is grammatical. Nil* Grninmur Boxes 
in chcIi unit are helpful, hut thc 
explanations often involve thc use of 
jargon terms (eg cohesion and quanti- 
fiers) which students nt this level would 
find Impenetrable.

OUP’s Fast Forward 1 by Val Black, 
Maggy McNorlon, And Maldcrez and 
Sue Parker (£3.75. 0 19432300 5) is the 
first in a scries of four coursebooks 
designed specifically for young adults 
following short, intensive courses. Its 
snappy approach is firmly communica- 
tive and, even in this first elemental^ 
level , there is a good range of authentic 
material as input. Thc aim is to help 
students come to terms with real 
English and to start expressing their 
ideas us quickly as possible. Design 
and layout of thc Ckisstxmk arc excel- 
lent. 

Die Resource Book (£2.75) offers a 
wealth of follow-up exercises for self- 
study. There arc listening ond reading 
activities, poems and songs, logic 
problems and letter writing tasks, ns 
well as a review of communicative 
functions nnd grammar. Tape script 
and Answer Key arc also included. 
Don’t try to do without the Teacher’s 
Book (i5.95) which, in addition to 
detailed Teacher’s Notes on ouch unit, 
provides such extras os timed lesson 
plans, a guide to 30 different exorcise 


types, and sonic invaluable informa- 
tion-gup activities for thc hard-pressed 
teacher to photo-copy and cut up. 

Ftur Forward / is a state-of-the-art 
courscbook writing for teachers who 
arc looking for flexible, student-cen- 
tred materials to capture thc imagina- 
tion of young adult learners. It will be 
Interesting to sec whether later books 
in the senes maintain this high stan- 
dard. 

Orbit 1 bv Jeremy Harrison and 
Peter Menzics (OUP, £3.50. 0 19 
433373 6) has 88 onc-pagc units, each 
of which provides input, followed 
immediately by transfer exercises. A 
short grammar summary and examples 
of target language appear on each page 
in shaded boxes. The result is a rather 
breathless rush through lots of struc- 
tures, functions and notions with little 
chance for consolidation. The topics 
arc lively and there is a regular cartoon 
story which maintains suspense well. 
Nevertheless, thc overall effect is a 
little disjointed. 

Focus: Courscbook 1 by John 
Arnold and Roger Scott (Header and 
Stoughton, £3.75. 0 340 37875 1) is 
altogether more conventional. Many 
of the topics have been seen too often 
before (traffic signs, recipes, pools 
winners). There is a strong business 
clement in some of thc units, including 
a cliff-hanging story on computer pira- 
cy, but this aspect is not followed 
through. Thc series is unlikely to

In Vocabulary, the authors present 101 
challenging and often unorthodox 
multi-level word building activities; 
each of the book’s seven sections arc 
meant to be used as a resource rather 
than worked through relentlessly. The 
sections look variously he dealing with 
words in. terms of. for cxninplc. pre- 
text activities, using pictures and i 
mime, exploring word sets, introduc- 
ing interactive dictionary games and 
relating words directly to the persona- 
lities of students. Vocabulary acquisi- 
tion and learning arc seen very much as 
enjoyable events, and the aim is to 
push back the conservative frontiers of 
student and teacher expectations ab- 
out what “learning about words" 
should be like. The approach could be 
typified as “associative , “communica- 
tive", “social”, “introspective” and 
‘‘experientiar. 

The interactive quality of this text- 
book is made clear through the expli- 
cit request for interested teachers to 


contact the authors to discuss new 
ideas; encouragement of such a dia- 
logue is something that needs to hap- 
pen in many more ELT books, so that 
articulate chalkface commentary can 
help in its turn to influence the nature 
of published materials. 

Each exercise is described in regard 
to Level, Time, Preparation and in- 
class procedures as well as being 
outlined in an easy to read table ot 
contents. Not all the tasks seem com- 
plete though, and it is optimistically 
assumed that teachers and student’s 
will be prepared to dispense with 
hard-won, engrained pedagogical pre- 
ferences and both appreciate and 
understand such things as the unusual 
diagrammatic ways ofexploring lexical 
items presented m the bonk.

versity level learners who would be 
prepared to pore over photocopied 
texts in an attempt to classify and 
disscet them. 

This hook is definitely worth reading 
and the case for distinctive EST in- 
formation structures is persuasively 
urgued.

Hudmiy Intermediate is the first part 
of an English revision nnd extension 
course for adults, and is designed for 
those learners who nre trying to prog- 
ress beyond intermediate level, a stage 
ai which so many students gel stuck. 

It contains 120 hours of teaching in 
14 units, and has obviously been 
written by two people who know what 
is required at this level. It successfully 
combines the need for grammatical 
accuracy with the equally important 
need for fluency, the material is 
interesting, varied, up-to-dnte nnd 
most attractively and clearly laid out; 
working through the book is u plea- 
sure. For those students still facing the 
“intermediate platenu” it is the spur to 
get beyond it. A teacher's hook, a 
workbook and two cassettes accom- 
pany l be book. 

Fnmtmrk for Tint Certificate and 
First Certificate English Course built 
meet the requirements of the revised 
First Certificate syllabus. The latter is 
designed to give examination practice, 
but offers more thBn that. It gives the 
intermediate student u thorough and 
detailed grounding in all the grammtt- 
tiral structures needed at this level, 

, with notes, explanations and exercises 
| on these and finer points of the 
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language. In addition there arc tisclui 
sections in each unit on Spoken En- 
glish and also interview practice (hut 
no listening comprehension work). 
'Ihc different parts of each unit are 
llrcninlically linked. There are 12 
dense and detailed units in ull; to work 
through all of these would requite a lot 
of class lime and a long “run up” to the 
examination. It is therefore a hunk to 
he “savoured" rather than gune 
through quickly. 

Peter Davies’ hook is certainly 
“thinner” and less traditional in layout 
and approach, hut nevertheless is n 
sound hook in n different way. It docs 
not offer flic depth analysis and prac- 
tice of Ona Low s, hut it gives students 
a concise, clear and well organized 
course. Each of the 15 units is intro- 
duced by a dialogue, followed by 
exercises on its grammatical or 
situational features, the grammatical 
structures are then dealt with in more 
detail before the student moves on to 
reading comprehension, composition 
and listening comprehension exer- 
cises, which are thematically linked to 
the dialogue. This course could be 
used in cluss or. more easily than Ona 
Low’s hook, for home study. It is more 
suitable for students who have less 
time to prepare for the examination. 

Intermediate Vocabulary should be 
carefully used. It is for intermediate 
students who want to expand their 
vocabulary. The honk is divided into 
six sections. The first two contain 
words and phrases categorized under 
various topics. The third and fourth 
sections introduce new words and 
involve (he student in word building, 
truiisfoimution and other exercises. 
The penultimate section includes spe- 
cialized vocabulary tor flic more ad- 
vanced learner and ihc sixth section is 
for reference, based on “Pairs of 
Words Often Confused" (eg con- 


tinuously/continually). The boob can 
be used at home (it has a key) or in 
class. The latter would seem more 
appropriate; the teacher should mukc 
sure (hat Ihc words arc used in other 
activities, such as conversation or 
composition; otherwise flic student 
could fall into the trap of passively 
assimilating words without being able 
to actively use them. As an addendum 
to other materials and activities this 
could be quite a useful hook but it 
depends largely on how it is used. 

The three simulations in Ken Jones’ 
Graded Simulations are said to be 
suitable for post First Certificate stu- 
dents as part of an EFL/ESL prog- 
ramme. A simulation is defined, at the 
beginning of the book, as "reality oi 
function in a simulated and structured 
environment''. In other words the 
participant is put in a situation and has 
to respond by fulfilling ccrtnin func- 
tions required by their role. This is 
supposed to provoke the student into 
usutg language and communication 
skills. The exercise is organized by the 
teacher who is responsible only for the 
mechanics of It. The participants “run” 
the simulation, making their own deci- 
sions and mistakes. 

The simulations in this book arc 
lengthy, rather derailed mid compli- 
cated, more suitahle for native rather 
than non-nntivc speakers, for very 
advanced ESL, rather than EFL. stu- 
dents. It is difficult enough to provoke 
a class of reticent students into lively 
conversation; the exercises in this 
honk are not so exciting that one could 
imagine tile more reluctant students 
clamouring to participate in diem.

With a 39 per 
cent drop in entries nt Higher “action 
of the most urgent kind is needed if 
Spanish is to survive north of the 
border”. A SCCML (Scottish Curricu- 
lum Committee for Modern Lan- 
guages) report recommends that 
“there should he coordinated efforts to 
secure thc future of Russian, Spanish 
and Italian". 

"It is vital I lint students have access 
to thc speakers or the foreign Inn- 
gunges concerned” suid ATSP to lhe 
Secretary of Stale for Education in 
19R2.

system allows." At present the flow is 
about 170 students- each way, with 
Spanish speakers coming mainly from 
Spain. There arc plnns (a increase thc 
quotn from Latin America but schools 
tend 10 prefer Castilian speakers. 

The introduction of Spanish as a first 
language invariably meets with suc- 
cess. Yet the commonest pattern re- 
mains to offer it as a second language 
in years 2. 3 and 4. The survey reports 
only 55 schools offering Spanish as a 
first language (32 of those as a joint 
first with French). 

The ever active ATSP recently put 
forward some cogent arguments for 
the introduction of Spanish as a first 
language which are worth restating 
here. There is no doubt that Spanish is 


here. There is no doubt that Spanish is 
eosicr than French or German in the 
early stages (although Italian also 
scores on this account). Although its 
grammar is complex it is possible to 
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leave thc teaching of more difficult 
tenses and constructions until later. 
Pupils can thus achieve positive results 
in the early stages, a factor which has 
been recognized ns crucial 10 language 
learning since thc days of Primary 
French. 

Over six und a half million British 
people visit Spain every year, a fact 
which is tuo often discounted when the 
choice is made of which languages will 
be on the timetable. Thc Scottish 
report concludes that “pupils arc enti- 
tled to expect that learning a language 
will provide them with a useful skill 
.... French has far less in its favour 
than Spanish irrespective uf the fact 
that English mny be spoken in tourist 
areas." 

At n more advanced level the argu- 
ments tend to be vocationally 
oriented. Spain Is nown member of thc 
EEC and excitement among Hispnn- 
isls was generated earlier tills year by 
(he visit of the King of Spain - 
particularly when he expressed regret 
that thc position of Spanish was not 
stronger in British schools. 

Several surveys of the foreign lan- 
guage needs of Industry show Spanish 
in strong third place behind French 
and German. In a recent Staffordshire 
survey Spanish was mentioned ns use- 
ful by 80 per cent of firms, though not 
always as frequently needed; Italian 
received a similar boost. 

One London school, St Thomas 
More RC School, Chelsea, has an 
unshakeably strong tradition of Span- 
ish teaching. Ten per cent 01 its 
first-year intake are Spanish speakers 
from the mainland and South Amer- 
ican countries like Colombia and Chile 
and many also attend the Spanish 
school on the same site. Spanish is 
offered with French in the first year, 


and there is no doubt that the presence 
of Spanish children in the classroom 
and the playground motivates the 
others in their language learning. 

The two first year classes 1 attended, 
following Clara (the audio-lingual 
course produced by MGP (Mary Glas- 
gow Publications), said they weTe 
enjoying Spanish , although one or two 
admitted tnul their parents would have 
preferred them to learn French. Press- 
ure from parents, many of -whom work 
in embassies or in thc diplomatic 
service is predictably common at St 
Thomas More. Yes, tlidy found it quite 
easy even though words like "el 
cquipaje" are a struggle when you 
have been learning a language for only 
a few weeks. 

Thc students in thc GCSE class, 
following Dicho y Hecha (Longman) 
wore in no doubt" as 10 why they were 
learning Spanish: “My sister works in 
Spnln nncl I might want to go there” 
. . . “I’d like to open a hotel there" 
. . . “I went once and really enjoyed it” 
. . . "Well, it's daft not to learn other 
people's languages. Isn't It?” it seems 
that where pupils see a point in a 
language they succeed. 

Head of languages Vivienne Hamil- 
ton puts some of the blame on the 
publishers. “I’m sure more schools 
would teach Spanish if they could get a 
hold of materials. Claro is fine but it’s 
getting out of date - the kids haven't 
even heard of Thc Police these days - 
and weflnd it a bit slow for our brighter 
children”. Another drawback is the 
expense of a multimedia pack when 
cash is tight. 


Leslie Upton, director of MGP, says 
there are no plans to update it at tne 


moment and a new beginners' course 
isn't on the cards, though a Spanish 
“Biblious’’ may be on the way if lie dan 
find a co/publlsher. And here, he 


pinpoints one of the key problems in 
producing material for Spanish at 


beginners’ level. To obtain a viable 
print run the publisher hns to aim for a 
bigger market: by setting up an Amer- 
ican deal (Spanish is the first foreign 
language in thc USA) or taking in the 
UK evening class market (currently 
around 12,000). Adapting from on 
existing publication saves on initial 
costs; botli the Longman Eso Es 
course and the Oxford GCSE coutsc 
Ya originated in Sweden, but Collette 
Biggs, Longman modern languages 
publisher, admits such courses arc not I 
ideal for schools. 

It seems that only one publisher, 
Macmillan, has plans for a beginners' 
course. Delighted with lhe success of 
their GCSE course Pa sap arte al Espa- 
rto I they feel the time has come to 
replace the old Schools Council course 
AUelante - with books - because that's 
whut people seem lo want, says pub- 
lisher Brenda Stone. 

One way of keeping up to date, 
suggests Leslie Upton, is to subscribe 
to MOP'S language magazines (Out 
Tal?, Hoy Dfa, E 1 Sol), newly refur- 
bished with liberal use of four-colour. 

. Thc Spanish Institute, with its exten- 
sive resources, programme of talks and 
Spanish-speaking staff, is open 
throughout the year, as is Canning 
House, headquarters of the Hispanic 
and Luso-Brazilinn Council, whose 
Education Department circulates a 
newsletter with information on pub- 
lications, events and other items of 
Interest to teachers of Spanish. 

Cottage industry publishing is 
another way nrouna thc problem of 
Inck of suitable materials.

syllabus offer a choice of five topics (El

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Paris must be by far the most popular 
foreign destination for parties of Brit- 
ish schoolchildren and students. The 
obligatory trot round the sights from 
the EiffelTowcr to Notre-Damc prob- 
ably taking in the horrible Place du 
Tertrc is all very well hut doesn't tell 
much about how the French capital 
lives, works or is governed. For older 
students studying languages, politics, 
humanities or social science subjects 
such as sociology, the city offers a 
wealth of alternative possibilities. 

Although the tightly guarded resi- 
dences of the President, the Elysdc 
Palace in the Faubourg St Honor*. and 
the Prime Minister, the Hdtcl Matig- 
non in the Rue de Vnrennc, can onTy 
be viewed from the outside, visits enn 
be made to both houses of the French 
Parliament. The 491 -seat Chamber of 
Deputies (Mitro: Charnbre des Dipt * • 
/&), across the river from the Place de 
la Concorde is open to the public when 
the Chamber is not in session. Debates 
can also be viewed from the public 
gallery. The 283 sent Upper Chamber, 
the Sfcnat, in the Luxembourg Palace 
[Mitro: Odion ) can be visited every 
[ day in January, Mnrch, July, August 
ana September, but only at weekends 
in October, November, December, 
April, May and June. Jacques Chirac's 
old power base, the Hdtel dc Villc

mune", has guided tours on Mondays 
at 10.30. 

The centre of financinl life is the 
Bourse in the Rue Vivienne (Mitro:

survey reported using graded tests in 
Spanish and material produced by 
West Yorkshire teachers became the 
basis of topic packs from Trinity and 
All Saints College (TASC), Leeds, 
which has a particularly active Spanish 
department.

Besides 
being a very useful exercise in the 
Spanish tnngiiagc, the project will have 
taught them a lot more about Spanish 
society and about their own and will 
have helped to dispel some of the 
myths the two countries have about 
each other - surely one of the central 
objectives of educational exchange. 

The Assistants scheme ensures 


annually that nearly 200 students from 
each country spend an acndcmic year 
in the school system of the other, most 


of (hem preparing to (each each other's 
language. A small group of British 
students of Spanish also serve as 
assistants in seven countries in Latin 
America nnd it is there that tragedy 
struck last year when three young 
women about to take up their posts in 
Mexican schools were killed in the 
earthquake that devastated Mexico 
City. The Burenn has sot up a scho- 
larship fund and the response from 
individuals, associations nnd institu- 
tions has been remarkable (although a 
lot more money will need to be raised 
before the target is reached). 

For some time there has been un 
arrangement with the Spanish ministry 
of education for teachers to exchange 
their posts for a term or a whole school 
year. Demand from icnchcrs of En- 
glish in Spain is huge but there arc few 
teachers of Spanish in this country who 
cun reciprocate and this excellent form 
of in-scrvicc education remains under- 
subscribed. Not so the short courses 




organized at Easter each year in Mad- 
rid by HM1 and the Central Bureau 
which attract a large number of candi- 
dates from the Spanish teaching com- 
munity in the UK. 

Working links between institutions 
of further and higher education arc on 
the increase and joint study program- 
mes are now eligible for funding from 
the European Commission in Brussels. 
The Anglo-Spnnish Joint Research 
Programme (Acciones Integradas) set 
lip some four years ago to develop 
links at postgraduate level now in- 
volves over 50 universities, 
polytechnics and research councils in 
the UK, generously grant-aided bv the 
British Council and the Spanish Gov- 
ernment. 

Dd&ntralization in Spain has re- 
leased local energy and resources, a 
number of initiatives arc now being 
taken by the Autonomias and a pattern 
of links between local authorities in 
both countries is developing, provid- 
ing frameworks for co-operation at 
several levels. 

With its recent entry into the Euro- 
pean Community, Spain is already 
taking an active part in debates about 
the crucial issues facing education. 
With its economic miracle well under 
way and with the energy and youthful- 
ness of so many of its officials, Spain is 
taking some of its northern neighbours 
by surprise - nnd not only because of 
tnc quuliiy of its Rioja. In a country 
where murinmi was supposed to be the 
flavour of the day. tomorrow is not 
nearly soon enough for some in a 
society which is now very much on the 
move. 

It is this new sense of purpose and 
drive that most impresses a number of 
study visitors on Bureau schemes to 
Spain- Similarly, they do not fail to 
notice, sometimes to their embarrass- 
ment, how well-disposed most ^Spa- 
niards arc towards this country, in

W hen nur pupils Tile out of 
the maths classroom their 
next school activity (His- 
tory ? Games ? School 
dinner 7) may not actively reinforce 
the maths lesson bul at least it will not 
undermine it. The school curriculum 
may be a "jungle" hut the jungle is at 
least “neutral- except for one sub- 
ject: the foreign language. 

Once our pupils leave the cultural 
island that we have striven to build in 
our (say) French classroom, the frail 
seedlings of French speech patterns 
that we have planted arc exposed to 
ihe “gale of English”. The gale blows 
relentlessly, in school and at home, 
from TV and radio, even in the weird 
logic of dreamland, until tffP next 
French lesson brings all too brief 
respite, by which time the poor seedl- 
ings of French speech patterns are in 
poor shape. If only we could build a 
windbreak against the gale, what 
blooms the green-fingered foreign lan- 
guage gardener might then cultivate ! 

I One obvious kind of windbreak is 
the intensive session, which excludes 
the hnrsh wind for long enough for the 
seedlings to survive. The difficulties, 
however, of arranging intensive ses- 
sions in school are formidable. It is 
much cusicrwilli motivated adult* and

The making of a Francophile

M y Fra neophilia has alwnys 
been looked on with the 
deepest suspicion by just 
those members of my fami- 
ly who contrived it. Schools (lid not 
seem to have educational visits ahroad 
much in those far off days, hut I did 
and I am deeply grateful for them. 

The theory was iliut there arc few 
surer ways of building self reliance for 
the young than by arranging solo 
journeys for them, and the theory was 
right.

“No one," we are also told in the 
ope nine line uf the same report, “can 
fail to lie struck hy the dearth of boys 
and the preponderance of girls . . . . 
Yet it now seems that the very obvious- 
ness of the problem may have been 
blinding us to deeper reality: for it 
stnnds to reason (hat the ratio of boys 
to girls in any one subject is depen- 
| dent, at least in part, on the constitu- 
tion of the total examination popula- 
tion. 

In the numerous publications which 
have discussed the increasing predomi- 
nance of girls at all levels o? language 
study from 14-plus, ratios of boys to 
girls among students, or nmong ex- 
amination entrants have always Teen 
quoted to illustrate the extent of the 
problem. To take and develop an 
example quoted hy HMI. the ratios of 
hoys to girls among A level French 
entries have shown the changes as in 


Fig 1 below. 

The disappearance of boys from A 
level language study, as thus por- 
trayed, is dramatic. Not once, how- 
ever, in any of the reports or articles 
on this subject, have I found reference 
made to the overall ratios of boys to 
girls nmong examination candidates. 

In fact, there has been a marked 
change in the examination population 
in this respect at all levels, but especial- 
ly at A level. If we consider the 
percentage of cither sex making up the 
total population of A level candidates, 
the position is that nearly half of all A 
level candidates today are girls - 
despite their having been outnum- 
bered by almost 2: 1 20 years ago. It is 
therefore hardly surprising that there 
should have been dramatic changes in 
boy/girl ratios in any subject. 

A more realistic approach to investi- 
gating the relative popularity of lan- 
guages among boys nnd girls is to look 
at the proportion of male and female 
candidates offering French at a par- 
ticular level - let us take A level as our 
example ngain. From (his, it is possible 
to calculate the hypothetical ratio of 
boys to girls in a sixth form containing 
■c^unl numbers of either sex. The 
picture obtained from such an analysis 
Is very different from that traditionally 
given. See Fig 2 below.

The desirability, or otherwise, 
of such a ratio is, however, an 
altogether more controvcrisal issue. 

Tne issue of language and gender - 
like other questions of education and 
gender- may well have been a focus of 
attention as much for politieul as for 
educational reasons. Certainly, it 
appears that some of the concern 
expressed over recent years has been 
mis-direcicd. Giving evidence to a 
Commons Committee in 1981, Profes- 
sor Eric Hawkins elaborated an infer- 
nal vision of a "downward spiral" for 
modern languages, which seemed to 
turn largely on the worsening imba- 
lance between men and women at the 
higher levels of language study, nnd 
the consequences of that imbalance for 
the recruitment of language teachers. 

1 fear the point of emphasis was 
misplaced. Surely it is more relevant to 
consider the quality of trainee 
teachers, rather than their gender. 
When the number of language stu- 
dents is in decline, the chances of an 
udequntc supply of good linguists, 
whether for lcncher training or com- 
mercial/industrial posts, arc also dimi- 
nished. 

Of course, it is true that many 
women leave teaching (or other 
careers) for some time in order to bring 
up a family; but need iliat be a 
problem, provided there arc sufficient 
numbers to fill the posts available? ir 
there is anxiety about the response of 
pupils to female language teachers, it is 
worth noting, in this connection, (lie 
findings of a recent surveyor third year 
pupils: while most expressed no 'pre- 
ference for either a male or remalu 
language teacher, more pupils - of 
both sexes - said they preferred lo be 
lauglit by a woman.

and translation hints on particular 
words. 

Its main virtue is its comprehensive- 
ness but this somewhat contradicts its 
avowed aim of simplicity. The layout is 
clear with helpful tables etc, but it lias 
no revision exercises or gradual revi- 
sion programme. In this respect I feel 
that it reproduces the grammar section 
of many courses (albeit clearer than 
most). It also depends on the reader 
having a good understanding of tradi- 
tional grammatical terms.

I Bury St Edmunds, Suffolk. This might 
not be considered remarkable as para- 
llel events must have been taking place 
in secondary schools throughout Eng- 
land and Wales.

The first 
group on the sixth -form general stu- 
dies course introduced in 1980 com- 
plained of being unable to convince 
employers and friends that they were 
indeed learning such an csotenc lan- 
guage. The SGEML exnms written to 
solve this problem were taken up by 
other schools, in particular by Raynes 
Park High School, Philip Dillon, 
teaching Japanese at the school, 
helped with the development of the 
tests and runs a similar teaching pat- 
tern involving all interested pupils In 
voluntary lunchtime lessons with 
timetabled option classes for the sixth 
form.

European language courses usually 
assume that the student lias the oppor- 
tunity to visit the country and many 
GCSE candidates for French, Ger- 
man, etc will be ublc to take advantage 
of peufriend and other exchange 
schemes or accompany their families 
on holiday. The content of the ex- 
amination syllabuses reflects the lan- 
guage skills needed for such visits. For 
Japanese the possibilities for contact 
with native speakers arc generally 
more limited. 

At the County Upper School there is 
a triennial “visit Japan" scheme in 
operation but the cost, even after 
extensive and generous sponsorship, 
excludes many would-be participants 
who have to restrict their language 
practice to the few occasions when 
they can talk lo visiting Japanese. 

Contacts have been established with 
two Japanese schools in England and 
regular exchanges are arranged. Valu- 
able though these contacts are they can 
only give limited exposure lo ihc 
language although they do provide an 
excellent comparison of cultures. The 
requirements of these meetings have 
dictated the vocabulary patterns in the 
SGEML exams where writing is not 
introduced until Level III and reading 
is contained to a limited number oF 
Chinese characters. 

■ For GCSE, however, a wider view 
has been taken and the topic areas 
correspond closely to those studied in a 
modern European languages course; 
the reading and writing skills parallel 
those of a tcn-ycar-old Japanese. 
Several courses currently run in Eng- 
land and Wales avoid this limited 
amount or reading and writing nnd 
concentrate on the conversational 
aspect. The FLIC examination scheme 
is useful here and is being considered 
at the County Upper School if suitable 
candidates appear.

The background illustrative mat- 
erial is generally excellent - aemlilis 
from the compilers' holidays, sup- 
plemented by professional ‘artwork of 
i a high standard.

I n the general stampede to gel 
GSCE off the ground Hus year, 
ihc introduction of a Threshold 
Level oral examination by the 
London Chamber of Commerce and 
Industry Examinations Bonn inn y 
haw eoi trampled underfoot (winch is 
what Thresholds are for!). It was 
hunched in January 1986 and fits as a 
second level into the now widely taken 
series. Foreign Languages for Industry 
and Commerce (FLIC), and its EFL 
sister, Spoken English for I ndusi ry and 
Commerce (SEFIC). I was amused to 
sec, nonetheless, that one of the 
GCSE French syllabuses produced t his 
year draws rather copiously (but with- 
out acknowledgement) on the same 
Threshold corpus, and retreads a path 
our own Threshold Working Party 
trod three years ago. 

The “Threshold specification is n 
shorthand term for several specifica- 
tions, each for a different language, it 
is probably the best researched, most 
complete and most sophisticated de- 
finition of a corpus of langunge ever to 
be produced Rnd can, m principle, 
apply to any language, since its guiding 
categories are semantic, not lexical. In 
other words, it looks at what human 
beings can mean in a language and 
then identifies what they have to say to 
convey that meaning, in any language. 
Instead of attempting to answer Hie 
Question of Molidrc’s , Monsieur Jour- 
dsn: “How do I say ‘Bring me my 
slippers' in Turkish?”, they usk: “What 
would 1 have to say in Turkish in order 
toconvey the meaning i express when I 
siy'Bring me my slippers?"' 

This may sound like n quibble until 
we remember that the* first question 
requires a translation, whereas the- 
second question demands language 
tAsr/s/unclionnlly equivalent, ie that 
ms the same effect, gels the same 
Hugs done and leaves l lie same im- 
F««on on the licnrer ns the words in 
me mother tongue. The difference is 
Hgmficant in its implications for a 
language teaching syllabus.

It was largely lo bridge 
this gap, and produce a purely oral 
examination in general language that 
O level candidates could tackle, time 
the Board fixed on thc Threshold 
specification, using the Germain ver- 
sion, Die KontaktschweUe , and gener- 
alizing its categories to all the lan- 
guages likely to he examined. 

Clearly, the writing elements of the 
Threshold have no pnrt in what is 
largely a test of oral production and 
comprehension, but a minimal practic- 
al reading ability was introduced. 
Other constraints were welcomed rs 
narrowing thc choice from the vastness 
of thc Threshold corpus, and what 
filially emerged was a structured inter- 
view lasting about 30 minutes, divided 
between five tasks. 

Thc first is n general introductory 
conversation to set candidate und 
examiner nt case. Thc second requires 
the candidate to relate events in n 
sequence of coloured photographs, 
using tenses and time expressions 
correctly. The third is u "pathfinding” 
tusk, where candidates have lo inter- 
pret n recorded announcement in rela- 
tion to the plan of n building, etc, and 
show thnt they would not gel lost, run 
over or otherwise embarrassed in a 
foreign environment. Thc fourth is the 
minimal reading tusk referred to 
nhovc, where candidates have to Inter- 
pret advertisements, headlines, in- 
structions, etc and carry out appropri- 
ate actions. Finally, wc come hack lo 
conversation, where the candidate is 
provoked into expressing thc moral, 
intellectual nnd cmolionnl attitudes 
that loom so large in (lie Threshold 
.Specification. And it is nil done In the 
best possible lustc! 

In December 1985 some 50 examin- 
ers were trained in the new procedures 
at Nottingham nnd, us a result of their 
pmcticul experience with the mntorials 
and eaiididutes, certain modifications 
were made. Throughout I9K6, as an 
inc reusing number of teachers and 
candidates request the- examination, 
wc arc keeping feedback closely qjnier 
review so that improvements can be 
made in 1987 and beyond. 

So fur, at the end of the summer 
term examining season in schools, 
experience seems to show that thc 
broad principles, design and stan- 
dards are right, though some of the 
materials in certain contexts could be 
replaced by others more suitable.

Cutler's invaluable Critical Guides to 
French Texts series also deal in some

Thc first is the most 
complex and satisfying, mid Professor 
Gibson's masterly annlysis brings out 


nil its strengths while not trying to gloss 
over its weaknesses. Philip Robinson 
tries to rescue Bernardln tie Snint- 


Picrre's lachrymose anecdote from thc 
ranks of the “good-bad books" to 
which most modern critics have been 
linppicst to relegate it, and wisely 
suggests that ii is best read as an elegiac 
evocation of thc universal human de- 
sire to “feci ourselves pun of the earth 
on which wc tread”. Rubin Buss makes 
a courageous attempt to wrench Coc- 
teau's novel away from its self-indul- 
gent obsessions, and does a good job i u 
inviting us to see it as the evocation of a 
series of myths. 

'Hie nagging question nevertheless 
remains, stimulated hy my own pre- 
judices, us to whether books wliich 
deal so exclusively with adolescence 
should be so frequently given to 
adolescents for close study, if these 
adolescents arc enjoying the experi- 
ence of growing up, or even if they are 
suffering from it with that peculiar 
intcmiiy imparted by puberty, all well 
and good. Bui if, like me. they think uf 
it us a bit of a Imre, then the first 
masterpiece hy ihc most adult of 
Europeans should lie the first item on 
their intellectual diet.

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Following I he recommendations of the 
Warnoch Report on Special Needs and 
Hie provisions or the 1981 Education 
Act many local authorities arc now 
educating sight -impaired pupils in 
mainstream classes, even In some coses 
piiplfs who rely heavily on braille and 
other tactile resources. 

Usually these pupils would receive 
1 some support from a resource teacher 
or a special unit, but the intention is 
that they should follow a curriculum as 
near as possible to that of their frilly- 
sighted peers. To do this successfully In 
a subject like science, It Is important to 
have adequate learning materials. 


H ands-on science look on a 
new dimension forme when I 
attended a graduate training 
course rim by the Centre for 
Mult isensory Learning at the Universi- 
ty of California. Up to this point 1 had 
not appreciated how sight-oricn rated 
were the science experiences with 
which I hod been helping students. 
Science through our other senses can 
not only turn an experiment into a 
much richer experience, but it is 
crucial for the nctivc involvement of 
the visually impaired. The work needs 
to be organized with some thought to 
the height of working surfaces, switch 
sizes and recording techniques. Mobil- 
ity around the science area is also 
needed for students with orthopaedic 
hundicaps who may be working from | 
wheelchairs.

arranged on two levels, the first in- 
tended for students with no previous 
experience of hands-on science; the 
second for older pupils or those with 

( some experience. 

The first, lower-level modules cover ; 
Measurement; Structures of Life; Sci- 
entrfic Reasoning; and Communica- 
tion. The higher-level ones look at 
Magnetism and Electricity; Mixtures 
and Solutions; Environments; Kitchen 
Interaction; and Environmental Ener- 
gy. Most of the content resembles 
closely the standard work of primary 
school science. The approach could 
readily be Incorporated into British 
school work. 

Taking the modules one by one, the 
Measurement unit introduces standard 
metric measurement using specially 
devised equipment. Scientific Reason- 
develops observational skills and 
tnc Information gathering process. It 
. also introduces the pupils to the con- 
cepts of variables and controls. In Hie 
Communication module, experiences 
related to sound are worked through. ■ 
Magnetism and Electricity gives anil- 
dron a practical introduction to these 
basic ideas; while Mixtures and Solu- 
ions involves the skills of filtering and 
transferring mlxlu res as well as making . 
them. Kitc hen Interactions is similar to

many of the kitchen chemistry activi- 
ties followed in a lot of junior schools 
using readily obtainable kitchen che- 
micals such as vinegar, bicarbonate of 
soda, citrus fruits and yeast . The 
Environmental Energy module helps 
pupils look at ways of using energy, 
while Structures of Life and the En- 
vironment work wilh biological con- 
cepts, providing experiences related to 
plants and animals. The idea of the 
world around us is presented and the 
pupils arc introduced to the factors 
which mny make an environment suit- 
1 able for a particular organism. 

Visually-impaired students need 
equipment which has been modified to 
enable them lo participate actively in 
experiments using other senses. This 
really docs mean hands on. For inst- 
ance, rhe measurement of volumes 
from 100ml upwards can be made in 




I plastic breakers from which a hole has 
been cut at the level of the required 
volume so any further fluid spills out. 
Smaller volumes can be measured in 
syringes with stops added so that a 
required volume can be drawn up and 
the plunger pulled up no further. 

Syringes can also be modified with 
markings on the lunger which indicate 
what volume is in the barrel. This is 
particularly useful in measuring the 
volume of gas evolved in experiments 
on the evolution of carbon dioxide, ns 
in the Kitchen Interaction module. 
Such experiments are performed in 
small plastic bottles with n hole in their 
tops, through which the nozzle of the 
syringe can be inserted. The bottles 
can Be held down for increased sta- 
bility. 

Linear measurements can he made 
using a metre rule with braille mark- 


ings, SAVI/SELPH manufacture and 
sell a transparent flexible braille cali- 
brated metre rule which has many 
roles in their science work. Seales 


lance is lighl but stable, easily assem- 
bled and adapted for use in the 
Mngnetism module as well as conven- 
tionally. 

The recording of experiment results 
can also be adapted. Visually-impaired 
students can use velcro dors on record- 
ing charts or bonrds. Orthopaedicallv 
disabled students need their teachers 
to be aware of the height at which they 
can best work, as well as their range for 
reaching equipment.

These activities are designed not 
only to introduce science concepts lo 
students, but also to enhance their 
language and vncnbulary skills. Each 
module includes an overview which 
outlines the science concept, the pro- 
cess skills involved, the application 
skills and the language, as well as 
pointers to related learning in other 
areas of the curriculum. The overview 
also suggests equipment for each activ- 
ity ana n pointer to skills and techni- 
ques which would help the teacher. 
Guidance is provided for trouble 
shooting in die event of the experiment 
going wrong. 

Questions in each module arc 
printed in bold type at points where thr 
developers found in trials that the 
students had either reached an impor- 
tant turning point or that specific 
science Inngunge should be intro- 
duced. Other questions for the adult to 
put. to the students arc included at 
various points, since many of the 
teachers working with SAVI/SELPH j 
material arc not science specialists. 

This real hands-on science meets the 
specific requirements of pupils with 
snccinl needs. It is just a question of 
thinking about the nature of the wort 
we introduce to our pupils. It requires 
cooperation between science special- 
ists, all- round educators nnd special 
needs teachers so that they enn come 
up with tuilor-made .science work for 
their pupils with particular needs.

Blurp the Missionary is told in a comie 
book (£4 for 10) which has accompany- 
ing leaching notes (50p). 

Despite the Church of England s 
way with words (Advent Sunday is 
now merely a number in a sequence of 
Sundays before Christmas), there are 
those (like USPG) who still produce 
Advent Calendars.

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While the serial will appeal simply as 
n narrative, it may help many children 
to articulate uncertainties and to dis- 
cuss the issues that it raises. Many will 
be templed to read the book (which is 
being published to coincide with trans- 
mission). Told in simple language and 
short paragraphs and chapters, it will 
not put off young readers. 

A linked computer program on BBC 
disc is also available. Intended to 
appeal especially to those children who 
find an empty sheet of paper somewhat 
daunting, it encourages its users to 
choose from a series of alternative plot 
options and to write in their own 
additional dialogue and action as the 
story of Mr Magus unrolls oil the 
screen, ^illustrated by coloured 
graphics of impressive clarity. Though 
there is the support of returning reg- 
ularly to the story in the program, 
children can opt out and wordproccss 
their own conclusions. 

Next term's Middle English includes 
n programme about the making of the 
film of Mr Magus is Waiting for You. 
This will he a valuable resource for the 
many teachers wanting to develop 
media education with this ngc range, ft 
also illustrates how ITV’s federation of 
programme companies might co-oper- 
ate more. Earlier this term, for n 
slightly younger age group. Central 
Television’s Talk, Write . . . and Read 
gave us a useful insight into the making 
of one of their dramas - which was 
about a group of children looking for a 
lost football in a “forbidden" garden.

Science teachers arc implored to relate 
their laboratory investigations to to- 
day's world and include examples of 
technological applications in their 
teaching that arc current rather than 
dated. Yet there are very few re- 
sources available that give a due as to 
how this can be done. 

Television programmes could be 
one source and in broadcasting their 
Science and Technology series for 14 to 
16-year-olds, with its 10 programmes 
on Car Design, Dyes, Materials, Wa- 
ter, Energy, Corrosion, Sport Science, 
Noise, Food Technology and Biotech- 
nology, ITV have produced a scries 
that covers topics which feature in 
many GCSE Science syllabuses and 
reflect the way all the disciplines of 
science affect our lives. 

It is a relief to find that applications 
of science (technology) are not just 
applied physics. In each programme, 
the producer attempts to snow the 
activities of scientists in defining and 
investigating real problems. It is plain 
that the scries is industrially based and 
many film sequences are in workshops, 
factories and laboratories of manufac- 
turing and service companies. 

The way this is done can be illus- 
trated by reference to the third prog- 
ramme in the series, “Materials". A 
possible experience of the pupil (an 
expedition to open countryside) is 
associated with press cuttings of 
tragedies occurring on such outings. 
This generates the problem of deciding 
on the correct clothes to iVcnr and 
proceeds to establish the way'Scientisls 
have developed appropriate’iiiaterials. 
A mixture of cartoon and film sequ- 
ences shows how materials are, for 
example, made waterproof and quality

What to tell the children 


P arent power is on the inarch. 
Hie decision by Mr Kenneth 
Baker to put the control over 
ihe touchy issue of sex eilucit- 
iinn into the hands of the nations 
Barents is only one symptom. 1 heir 
Increased representation on governing 
bodies is another. And teachers’ evi- 
dent nervousness about the parents’ 

r arancc in the classroom is perhaps 
clearest indication that whul's 
happening is more than just a cosmetic 
dustuig-oftof the face of school demo- 
cracy. . , 

Sex education has become the 
touchstone of this new movement. But 
why should a subject which had he- 
roine o rather mundane element of 
virtually all “design for living" secon- 
dary school courses suddcnTy attract 
suro passion, not to mention on 
aggressive bout of personal at ten I ion 
from a Secretary ofStare who charac- 
teristically dislikes controversy?

Lives With Eric and Martin - a book 
which seems to have circulated more in 
Reel Street and the electronic media 
than in Inner London Education Au- 
thority schools. Another is the tenden- 
cy of some local authority leaderships 
lonanl ro make a splash irrespective of 
the potential for backlash. Brent and 
Hanngey, in their handling of these 
issues, seem to forget that most pa- 
rents (and electors) want to hear as 
little as possible about what goes on in 
school. If things are run mug in un 
orderly fashion, there would be no 
1 iwsmtata fuss; if we hear about it, 
mething must he wrong. For exam- 
ple, what's all this about “positive 
nn^es" of homosexuals, then? 

In fact, most or the evidence to date 
suggests that in the aren of sex educa- 
tion the notion of "balance'’ acquired 
new meaning. Few dispute the need 
tor sex education.

Even if parent s don't have this kind 
of detailed knowledge, perh ups they’ll 
be able to set up Mr Baker's "moral | 
framework" for each school. But this 
group divided deeply on the issue of 
sex hefore marriage - some saying that 
schools should actively discourage it. 
others clearly thinking that this should 
be an individual choice for each family. 
So how could parent governors reach a 
consensus among themselves, much 
less forge a policy for schools? 

In the light of these findings. Tim 
IVccfc took an electronic (Kill of 5lW 
homes, conducted immediately after 
the transmission. Our programme had 
highlighted parents' lack of confidence 
and competence in sex education quite 
clearly. And the first results of our poll 
showed clearly that most of us think 
tluil schools should have same role in 
leaching sex education. 

Yet, on nil the questions about the 
relative degree of control between 
parents anti teachers, there’s little 
question that parents believe that they 
snould hold sway. Moie than a major- 
ity thought that parent governors 
rather than teachers should control the 
content of sex education (52 percent to

But are parents as incompetent as 
experts wuuld have us believe7 This 
Week (Thames Television) devised an 
experiment to test a group of parents in 
an Essex comprehensive. The school is 
mixed, drawing on families with a wide 
range of backgrounds. A class of 
sixth-formers just starting a term's 
course in personal relations were 
asked to write down the questions they 
found too embarrassing to ask openly. 
A dozen parents were then Invited to 
try to answer the questions. No parent 
was able to identify Ihe source of any 


question, and no children were pre- 
sent. 

The results were revealing. To start 
with, parents had no vocabulary lo 
deal with sex. In a conversation that 
lasted an hour, the word “sex" was 
used only twice. Most of Ihe lime the 
group preferred “it", “that”, “the act" 
and so forth. And it became clear in 
conversation afterwards that most of 
these parents found it even more 
difficult to talk about sex to their 
children than to n stranger bearing a 
film camera. 

Confronted with the question: 
“WhHf is nn nrnasm?" one father took 


a due; HI be nonest wun you, cus j 
haven’t.” 

Another recalled choking on Ins 
breakfast \vhen his daughter had asked 


him the same question. He'd tried, 
unsuccessfully, to compare it to win- 
ning a boat race. He'd “chickened 
our. he admitted. 

A third parent, female this lime, 
called on help from a pop magazine: 
“two hundred and forty muscle vibra- 
tions per second or minute or some- 
thing. ■ .that’s what It said in the 
article." 

Even had (hey had the vocabulary, 
the lack of factual knowledge that most 
parents display is alarming. For exam- 
ple! What is the safe period? 

“Well, I thought it was 10 days 
before and 10 days after your period.!' 
(Only one day unsafe?) 

In answer to several questions about 
whether men masturbate more often 
than women:

Comforting news for Mr Baker. Bui 
worrying for teachers. The parents' 
confidence in teachers* professional' 
ism is clearly low. How can teachers 
restore it? How will schools exercise 
the right to opt out without chaos? 
And most of ail. how will their profes- 
sional conscience cope with a demand 
by ?6 per cent of parents (according to 
our sample) either to treat homosex- 
uality as deviant or to refrain from 
mentioning it altogether?

Parents, pupils and the general public are. in 
fact ambivalent about the . teacher's authority.
